mendable. Lycarous, ſo excellent a perſon, that the Ora- 
cle of eApollo was in doubt and made:queſtion, whether it 
ſhould place him among the rancke of the Gods or of Men, 
what did nothee doe for the good and benefit. of his natiue 
Countzcy ? and for the welfare of his fellow Citizens? but 
inthe mean time, they bring led and carryed away by this- 
Giſcale, in ftcad of acknowledging his benefits imparted vn- 
to them, fought to doe ſome miſchiefe ynto him, charged: 
him with. many Iniurics and blowes, and finally baniſhed 
him owt of Ris. Countrey.. The like in a manner happened 
ynto Sczpro, hee I fay, who by the ruyne of the (arthagzan 
Empire, {trengthened the foundation of the Rexzave Coms 
mon-wealth , his bones could finde no. reſt in that place, 
whereunto hee had procured the ſame. Charles Duke of 
Byrbo.one of the moſt braue and yaliant Princes that Fraxce 
euer brought forth (worthy in truth to haue Deſcended out 
of that moſt llluftrious houſe, and of a better Fortune, if it 
had pleaſed God to haue graunted him that fauour, as well 
as he had indowed him with great and rare Vertues, by di- 
uers and good effects witneſſed and fer forth the greatnes of \ 
his Courage, and the affeion that he bare vnto the King his 
Maſter. He deliucred Dion trom the ſiege that the Smit: 
zers layde about it : tooke ©Millaine out of their handes :: 
And which is more, aduanced the Victory, which the King: 
had againſt them in the Battaile of Aſarionar; For all which. 
his Noble actions, and many other eminent Scruices which 
he did for him, yet he could not obtaine his fauour. But to 
the contrary, the further that he proceeded, ftill-hee found 
hiraſclte to be further fromit : Paſſion haujng in ſuch man< 
ner poſlelt the Kings minde, that he could not ſee nor behold 
che ſaid Princes merites, much lefſe acknowledge them : fo 
taat inthe end, after Kee had nmany yeares patiently borne 
and ſupported all the indignities, that Enuy, hatred,and cuill

will could or night ſuggeſt, Falling into deſpight and Di. 
ſpaire, he ranne headlong into his owne ruyne, at the hazard 
of the affaires of him that was the cauſe thereof; Theſe are

The moſt Illuſtrious Prince, £r»:tus Earle of Marnſe 
field, Marquifſe of (tell Nowo, and Bontrghere, Baron of 


 Heldrunger, and great Marſhall ofthe Army Royall, of the 


Kingdome of Bohemia,and the Prouinces incorporated theres 

unto, hauing had that happy ſucceflc, to make his Valour 

and | idelity knowne vnto the Sonne of Mars, S. eA.S. of 

Saxoy : hauing borne his Armes into Bohemia, for the (eruice 

of that Crowne, made great offers vnto the ſame, expoſed 

his life and meanes for the good thereof, and to conclude, 

hauing done all that, which a great and Valiant Knight of 

his profcfſion could or might doe. Behold certaine euill 

willers, tranſported by the violence of her accurſed patſhans, 

ſet ypon him, and couertly vnder-hand fecke to vndermine 

the foundations of his Reputation, to make his whiteneſſe 

 feeme blacke, and his fidelity fufpirious, blaming him, as if 
he had had ſome intelligence with the Enemy, that he would 
take his part,and afterward fell the Towne of {ſex when 

it was beſieged, vnto him for money. And in a word, they 

charge him with T reaſon, in ſtead ct recompencing him for 

his Fidelity. The rumour whereof ſpread abroad through. 

out all the Countrey of Bohemia, Germany, Italy, and Frarce, 
and in all other places, Time certainely is the mother of 

Truth, which at the lat although it bee hidden and couered 
by obſcurity, commerh forth into the light Veritatem ten- 

pus in Lutcem ermit, fant an Ancient wiſe man. But in the 
meane time, he thatis bitten and wounded by ſlaunder, can- 

not chuſe but feele the panges thereof, yea and in a manner 

dye withgriefe (if it be great ) if no remedy be procured for 

the ſacxe, Now asgreat and valiars Courages, arc hardned

76 greatefdargets, and apprehend 16 perill, fo they paſſe 


not greatly, neither a any whit eſtceme of her woundes 2 


accounting them to be the ſame, which they. receive by the 
Armes of Mars. But ſceing-that experience, and the Exe 
amples of times paſt make ys ſee and finde the contrary, and 
that it is a dangerous thing, to ſccke to defend our ſelues 
apaitſt Slaunder, onely with the buckler. of patience, it is 
r<quilite to proceed with Armes, and to fight. again this 
fury in the geneſ1s thereof. All other Armes, the more the 

are diſtanz from-the hand from whence they were ſent, A 
much the more violence and force they loſe. But thoſe of 
ſlaunder-are cleane contrary, for the further they. are from 
the hand, ſomuch the more force they haue,, and feare no- 
thing more then-to meete and encounter. at handy blowes 
with the party. Then in ſtead of flying from them, we muſt 
approachneare vhto them, wee mult caſt off our Dublets 
and ſhew them our naked breaſts. That is the buckler, and 
the Target of ftcele, which wholly and vtterly repulfeth 
them.. That is it which wee ſhoote at in this Apologie, we 
ſecke to defend the Innacency,of the ſaid Prince, againſt the 
Impoftures of this infernall fury, and to that end wee will 


produce him in open Ficld by the repreſentation-of his valo- 


rous exploits, and by his owne permiſſion, wee will open 
his Dublet, and let you ſee his naked breaſt, awhite breaſt, 
which neuer.was made blacke with Tafhdelity, nor ſtayned 


with the colour of the Indian Sunne, As men know a Tree: 


by the fruit,ſo we know a man by his workes.. It is his aCti= 
ons that wee meane, which we will make to appeare ( at the 
leaſt in ſuch, wherein he hath-had a part during this Warre) 
and willq lively diſcribe them, .one after the other, to the 
end that they may be ſeene of cuery one,that.in time to come 
they may be knowne by euery man, and inthe end be vnts 
him a fortreſſe, againſt the- {launderous affaults of his enil 


willers, We will begin-with the treaty of Conuention with. 
the.Statcs of Bohemia made with him, and will fet it down in 
Englith,,

worke.. The tenure whereof, is as followeth. 

V'Vee N. N. N. N. the Direors and Counſellours of 


the Realme of Bohemia, thereunto Doputed with full Autho- 


rity and power, by att. the 3. Euangelicall Eſtates of this 
Crowne, make knowne ynto all men by theſe preſents : 
That foraſmuch as the ſtate of the Aﬀaires of this Realme 
requireth,to provide our ſclues of a Valiant Generall of the 
Arrllery, and a Colonell. ofa certainenumber of Souldiers, 
thereby to. ſtrengthen the Armies which wee haue leuyed 
for the Defence of this Crowne : To that end wee haue. 
choſen the molt Iluftrious Prince'Erne/tus Earle of Marnſe 


field, Baron of Heldruagen, Colonell of the Lords, the vni- 


ted Electors, Princes and States of the Romane Empire, 
and Generall-of the Germaine Troupes. of S. «A. S. the 
Duke of $;woy, and that in regard of the good experience 
that hee hath had in Marſhall affaires, as alſo of other his 
Noble qualities : and according to the Articles made be- 
tweene vs, haue made and declared him to bee Generall 
of the Artillery, and Colonell of a Regiment of Dutch Sok- 
diers, from two to 4000-men :: to ſerue vs and the ſaid 
Lords ofthe Three Eitates, as long as this Warre ſhall con- 
tinue. As by theſe preſents wee declare and eſtabliſh him 
fo to bee, to the end that he may be knowne and holden for 
the ſame. In regard whereof the ſaid Connt infield, 
hath offcred to afcmble his Troupes with as much ſpeed 
poſſible as he may or can, and of himſelfe to arme them as 
need requireth. And with as many Horſmen as hee can 
get to come hither into Bohemia,to the place appointed x 
which when time {erueth ſhall- bee ſer downe ynto him, 
and at the - furtheſt within Fourtcene dayes, by that 
meanes to ſerue this'Crowne, and the State thereof, where- 
ſoeuer it ſhall bee needfull and. requiſite , and by Gods 
helpe. to Defend the: ſame, 2g2inſt all their Enemies, 
ascording to the. good trult and- confidence that wee 
c B 3 haue.

haue repoſed in him : Aſſuring him, that wee will ſatisfie 
and content him, for the {aid Ofhces of Generall of the Ar- 
tilliry, and Colonell, according to the vie and cuſtome of 


the Warre, and the agreement made with him, in ſuch man< 


ner that hee ſhall thinke himſelfe to be well pleaſed and con- 
rented, And further, as well tor our ſclues, as for the laid 
Lords the Euangehlicall States of this Crowne, wee proteſt, 
and promiſe to requite the good endeauours of the ſaid 
Earle in all occaſions, by all kindes of good Offices. In 
witnefle whereof, we haue hereunto put our Seales.

T HE Conditions that bound him to bring certaine 
Troupes thither, withina time appointed, were by him 
happily performed, as euery man knoweth, and the pre- 
cefſe of the Aﬀaires will make it more cuidently appeare, 
Now it reſteth to know, whether the ſaid Troupes were im=- 
ployed, tothe endes pretended; that is for the Defence of 
the {aid Crowne : and whether he proceeded diligently 
and carefully in that charge which was impoſed ypon him 3 
That is it which wee doc and will Tuftly proue. 

Among the great Sea orgulte of dithculties , whereinto 
the States of Bohemia tound themſelues to be plunged at the 
beginning of their warre, there was nothing that more trou- 
bled them then the ſhutting vp, and topping of the great 
paſſage into Germany : for it was from thence that they cx- 
pected their ayde and reliefe of munition , money and men, 
The Towne of Piſes principall among the reſt; and the moſt 
zmportant places of that Realme ſhut vp that paſſage. bt is 
ten miles aiitant from Prague, vponthe great and open way 

to 
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to Nizremburg, ſeated ina plaine Countrey, riſing alittle on 
| the South fide, betweene two fmall Riuets, which flancke it 
on the Eaſt and weſt ſides , and joyne together towards the 
North , garniſhed with a deepe ditch , and double walls, 
grounded vpona rock,and full of a great number of Towers, 
; with two faire Suburbs, Toconclude,a Towne very ſtrong, 
| accordingito the auncient manner, and found to be tuch, by 
| two hee made about the ſame, which in former time it ya- 
Fantly {uſtained : The firſt againſt Zicha, anno 1.470. the 
other againſt the Fuſes anne 1434+ Which continued 10. 
moneths, in ſuch manner, that it had the report and.commen- 
dation, that in 700. yeares time, no man could center intothe 
fame againſt her will. Beſides this,that the Towne is ſtrong, 
the Citizens were Cathohkes , and therefore extreamely af- 
fected vnto the Emperour : as ineffe& they ſhewed the ſame 
by infinite inſolencies by them conumitted againſt the States, 
whereby they hindred them from the tree yſe of that paſ- 
ſage: Sothatinthe end , all well conſidered, ſpecially the 
diſcommodities which that Towne brought vnto the Come 
mon-1wealth, The States reſolued toreduce the ſame vnder 
tneir obedience. And Commiſſion was giuen yntothe Earle 
of Mansfield, their Generall of the Artillerie , who without 
any delay, went and beſieged the ſame, bur yet very weake- 
ly and ill prouided of all- things neceflary : hauing inall bur 
nine Cornets of horſe, hired, and ſoreofthe Country people, 
and 2000.foot-men,to whom he joyned 3.Companies more 
of 200. in cach Company, which he raiſed during the fiege, 
with ſome Companies of the Countrey people , which the 
States ſent ynto him. With all them, and fixe field Peeces, 
(whereof the greateſt bare a bullet offtue pound of Jron) he 
began the fiege vponthe 16. of September 1618. and firſt 
aſſailed the Towne yponthe Sourh ſide, (the Suburbs being 
burnt vp by them within the Towne, ) thinking to preuaile 
by the aduantage of the heighth , which that {ide gaue him 
without ; but perceiuing that it was butin yaine, he og 
is

his purpoſe, and planted his Cannon againſt the Cloyſleror 
the Eaſt fide, where he began to play vpon the ſame, and to 
ſer his Souldiers on worke both night and day, and at laſt 
made a breach, but ſo hard to come at , and within ſo well 


rampard by thoſe that were beſieged , that hee was wholly 


out of hope to take it on that fide, ſpecially with thoſe ſmall 
field Peeces, qur vol vada qu: non vuol mania, faith the Ita- 
lian : He had written to Prague , to hauecertaine peeces of 
greater Ordnance, but thoſe being not ſent, and perceiuing 
that of force he mult haue them , or elſc leaue the ſiege , hee 
tooke horſe, and rode poſtto Pragae, and effected fo much, 
that he got two great Cannons, which hee ſpeedily brought 
thether:there ſtood a houſe alittle beyond the breach North» 
ward, . gittuting halfe without the walls , and the Counter- 


ſcarfe of the Towne : which finding fit and-conuenient for 


his deſigne , hee cauſedirto be battered and ſuddenly with 
thoſe twoPeeces, and thereft that were there before , from 
thence beate ſo violently ypon it , that within leffe then an 
hourc he had made a reaſonable breach. Now in his abſence, 
and by commaundement from himlelfe , the Officers had { 

much annimated the 'Soukdiers , that by extraordinary trg- 
uell, they turncd the ordinary courſe of the river., in ſuch 
marner, that they might goe dry-foot -ynto the'faid breach ; 
« thing which gaue great aduantage vnto the ſaid Earle; 


 whereofhe failed not to take the benefit , and cauſed a furi- 


ous aſlault to bee giuen , 4 box chat bon Rat it 1s-commonly 
ſaid ; *for if they -without afſayled valiantly , they within as 
g:llantly defended themſclues , they without fought for ho- 
nour , and they within for their lives. The breach was flan= 
qued, in ſuch manner, thatthey covld not get vntoit; but in 
the face of Musket-ſhot, which playd vpon tiem, as thick as 
hayle-ſhot. But the courage of that Earle , and the credit 
that he had with his'Sovldicrs , .made rhom to contemne the 
danger. Andto conclude, after divers ho1:res of reſiftance, 


and when they within had made all manner of zgefiſtancethar = 


poſſibly 
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poſſibly they could, it proceeded fo farre, that the began 


to parley and to agree within the Towne to:yeeld, with 


Swords intheir handes, the faid Earle making them within | 


to know, that he was as well able to deale fauourably, asto 
take aduantage of his yictory by force. This was done vpon 


the 21. of Nouember theſame yeare, being the firlt fruites 


of his.labours, and newes that well pleaſed-the States, who 
thereby perceiued themſclues to be deliuered [from that 
troubleſome !Thornein their feete. Yet there yeſted ano- 
ther, which wee will ſceke to pull out, the next. yeare fol 
lowing, we ſhall ſee what it will be. 'In the meane time the 
ſeaſon of the yeare comming on, wee entred-into Garriſon 
till winter was gone. 

Winter being paſt, the Irons began toheare, Xfays with 
his colour cucry day produced-ſome other new effeRts. The 
Enemyhen held no places more of importancein Bohema, 
but {Tmaw, and Budweis, places in a manner enutonned 
on all ſides with our Garriſons, in ſuch manner, thus to iflue 
eutto forrage the Countrey, they muſt of force be ſtrong, 
300. Horſmen,and 200. Muskatiers of the Enemy entred 
into the Field to that end.  Iohr Georae Earle of Solmer, 
Lieutenant Colonell to the Generall who as then'comman= 
ded thoſe Garriſons, was aduertiſcd thereof, and mounting 
on horſcbacke with his Company, and a certaine number of 
Muskaticrs, went to ſeeke the Forragers, and having found 
them, beat and wholly ouerthrew them. The ſtate of hu- 
mane affaires is ſubiectto change and alteration, andthere is 
no poſþerity ſo great, but citheritis mixed, or elle followed 


with aduerfity. Fortune enuying at the-fauour which ſhee 
had ſhewed yntothat Lord, began toturne her backe againſt 


him, and prepared accroſle for him. The ro. of hune, ans 


1619. ſhee gaue himthe blowe, checke and almoſt a mate.

bic had Commiſſtontolcaue certaine men in the Garri= |

ſons for the Defence and keeping of them, and with the reſt 
to goe and joyne himlelfe with the Army that lay before 
Budwei: : and in purſuite of that Commiſſion he departed 
from Pilſen, and went to Portewis, an houres going from 
Vodman, where he attended for 500. Horſmen that the Earle 
was to bring ynto him ; there he expeRted them from day to . 
day. Inthe meane time the Generals preſt himto goe for- | 
ward, without Raying any longer for them : ſo the Tenth of. 
the {aid month, he departed from thence with his Troupes, 
being about. 8. Companies of Foote, but not compleat, be- 
cauſe ofthe Garrifons.aforeſaid : and about 450. Horſmen ;, 
among the ſaid Garrifons there was one of 30. Souldiers, 
in a Villagecalled Netokz,, on the right. hand of-the way, 
which the Generall held. The evening before his departure, , 
the Hungarians that ſerued the Enemy ſetFire thereon, and. 
conſtrained the Garriſon ta withdraw themfclues into the. 
Church. . The Generall being arrived with the Army at. 
Zablatti (in Dutch Grefſer Backer) a Village diftant. about. 
a Germane myle anda halfe from the ſaid Netoliz,, was ad- 
uertiſed by the Earle of Solmes, (who as then was at Yodnian 
with charge-to prouide for the ſaid Garrifons) that the ſaid. 
Souldiers yet made rcfiſtanceand defired himto ayde.them, 
to goc thither: with the Army: my. Lord found ittobe a. 
dangerous matter, to abandon them, he:feared- a reproach. 
Therefore ho reſolued ypon anothercourfe, and commaun-- 
dedthe body of his Army to ſtay there, while he himſelfe 
with 150. Horſemen ranne thither, cauſing part ofthem to 
ſtay by the way, toayde him ia his retraict, and tothe ſame 
end commanded 400. Muskatiers to march, to lye.in Am- 
buſcado,and to ſtay his returne. He thereupon putforward 
with the reſt of his Horſemen, and met with the Hungari- 
ans, whom he yaliantly charged, but the: firſt part: of them 
being teconded by a great number of others, and by ſome 
Troupes of {wiraſſes, he was confrained to retire by ano- 
ther way, without hauing meancs to preuaite of the aduan- 
rage

tage which he prouided for himſelfe by the Ambuſcado, 
which neuertheleſſe -hee-cauſed to be aduertiſed, that they 
ſhould {lide along through the Wood and by the water fide, 
and ſo get tothe Army, which they effected in ſuch man- 
ner, that they ſafely arriued there, but yet were narrowly + 
purſued by the Enemy. 

In the meane time, the Earle of Bucquoy with the maine 
bedy ofhis Army-conſiſting of 5000.Horle,and 4000;foot- 
men, marched forward,following the traces of the-ſaid Lord 
Generall, who being come to the Village, where the reft of 
his men ſtayed forhim, and thinking to refreſh himſclfe, ſo- 
dainly all the Earle of Bucqwoyes Army ſhewed ir ſelfe, 
Whereupon the Generall mounted on Horſcbacke, with all 
his Souldiers in order of Battaile, commanded them to make 
a Fortification or ſconſe of Waggons, which was preſently 
begun on theleft ſide, but by reaſon that the VVaggoners 
were put into a great feare by the 'running away of certaine 
Caroches;it was not maderound about as it ſhould haue bin. 
The on of the Village was behinde at the backe of the 
Generals Army, his Horſemen being deuided into 3. Batta- 
lions;in manner of a Triangle, the better to ayde one the 0- 
ther. The Foot-men were behinde,and the Carriagein the 
middle, being 4. Companies on the left hand and 3. onthe 
right, and one before the Carriage, all in ſuch manner diſpo- 
ſed, that the Horſmen had meanes to be defended by the 
Muskatiers, The Enemy being very neere,and all the field 
couered ouer with hishorſemen, my Lord Generall et vp= 
on thoſe that were formoſt, and ſcattered certaine Squa= 
drons of Hungarians, but the C#iraſſiers belonging to the 
| Baronof Walſtcin comming forward, he was repulſed, and 
fo whotly charged on all fides, that he was put toflight. A 
little before the Enemy began togiue the on-fer, 5©. Soul- 
diers of the Colonels company that were on the right fide, 
were commaunded to goeto the Generals lodging, to de- 
fend it and thelittle Street betweeneboth : but as they _—_

the relt of the Company followed them by tyſunderſtans 
dino. And the tywo other Companies did the like}, and were 
no ſooner gone , but the Enemics entred into their places : 
who acknowledging and percetuing their errour-, turned 
backe againe , to place themſelues as they.were at the 
firlt ; but then it was too late, in ſuch manner , that they 
were conltrayned to fooke for their owne fafery : There 
was a Wood beyond the Village , whether they ſought 
to retire : but finding themſclues to bee out of the Vil- 


Hoe, to croſſe ouer a. plaine , They were preſemly enuiro- 


ned on all ſides by the Hungarians , and fo hardly charged, 
that few of them could ſaue themleclues, the reſt were either 
ſlaine or taken priſoners, In theme time the horſemen 
were broken, part of the fwotmen loſt, andthe fiue Compa- 
nies remaining in great hazard to be ſpoyled. Carpezothe 
Sericant Maior,the Rhingrane,The Captaines Fiard;Scheam- 
merdorf, and N. commaunding them, had the great body of 
the Enemics forces befere them, the fireat therr backes, and 
all the Amunition (except forme carkes of powder) with all 
the carriage burning, whereby-they were put totheir ſhifts, 
and if they had any blood at their fingers ends , it was then 
time for them to ſhewy it; as itbecame them : Aſſoone as the 
horſemen were diſpierced, the Enemy began to ſet vpon the 
fite Companies;on all ſides,where they could come atthem, 


and they defended themſclues yaliantly,, as they were in a 


Garden,hauing the aduantage of a hedge, which-was a good 
defence and ſafegard vnto them. The Earle of Bucquoy,made 
certaine pecces of Cannon'to be ſhot atthem on that ſide, 
thinking:to:beat it downe , but hecould not doe it that wed 


The Sunne ſhone very hot,and the heatthat encreaſed by the 


fire that burnt in the Village, was the cauſe that the fire 
which the Enemy bu a he hedge, eaſily burnt : butthe 

at were afſayled , ſurmounting all diffi 
cules, preſently quenched it. In the meane time, the Ge. 


nerall , without any aſtoniſhment at that diforder , had re- 


aſſembled | 
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aſſembled and gathered his horſemen againe together”, and 
with them forcibly paſt through the Hungarians {quadrons, 
and ranne too and from field , and returned againe into the 
Village, with an intent to mount ypon afreſh horſe, andto 
put on his Cwwraſſe, being then vnarmed, But hee found his: 
lodging already taken vp by the Enemy, and that ſide of the 
Village that was behind at the backe of his Souldiers all ſet 
on fire : whick notwithſtanding, he ſought by allthe meanes 
he could, 'toget amonghis footmen , bur the way was ſtopt 
on all fides; At the latt,, as hee turned and lookt about him 
co finde ſome paflage out, he was defired by his Officers, to 
regard the euident danger,whereinto he might fall, if he ſtay- 
ed there any longer, and to yeeld yntoneceffity, to ſaue and 
preſerue his owne perſon, and thoſe few horſemen that were 
l<ft for a better occaſion :- who fecing that hee could doe no 
otherwiſe, he reſolued toretire, which he did with the point 
of his ſword, being enuironed, followed, and purſued bya 
great number of Hungarians, On the other fide the Enemies 
did all what they could , to enforce the reſt of his foot-men, 
and they for their parts defended themfelues as well as they 
could. Jn which conflitt-they contmued from one of the = 
clocke inthe afternoone, -yntill foure of the clocke, whenthe 
Earle of Bucquoy by a Trumpet ſummoned them to yeeld. 
There was no apparance, that they could long defiſt againſt 
ſo great an Armie. Burt for that the Lord-Generall; as ſoone . 
as the Enemy began to ſhew themſchies, had ſent ewo Soul- 
diersto Budweis , (which was not -abouea mile and a halfe 
from thence) to haue ſome ayde, they verily belecued that it 
would come, and therefore would not yeeld themlelues + 
withiri anhoure after he ſent another Trumpeter , that pre- 
uailed no more then the firſt.” Atthe laſt, berweene 7.and 8; 
of the clocke in the euening, hauing ſpentall their bullets, as 
alſo the buttons of their dublets, and their powder;,/and be- 


- Ingout of all hope of relicfe, they yeelded vpon condition; 


and a ſolerune promiſe - made vnto-them,; by the-Earle of 
; C 3 Bucquoy,

Bucquoy,in Faithof an honourable Knight , holding his hat in 
his hand, that he would keepe good quarter withthem, and 
releaſe them all and euery one of them, paying a moneths 
. wages fortheir ranſomes. Afaire promiſe indeede,but badly | 
| holden. Words are feminine, and deeds maſculine : for they | 
- being carried to Cramaw , they were lodged , (being in all | 
among others about r 200. hundred in Chambers, by great 
heapes together, ſo cloſe, that they could neither fit, nor lie 
downe : and beſides the lictle pittance of victuals that was 
giuenthem, .they gaue themnodrinke, which continued for 
ccrtaine dayes : which they did , thereby to draw them to 
ſerue the Emperour, as after ithappened :for when they had 
endured all kmdes of extremities, without hauing drunke a | 
drop of Wine or Beere for certaine dayes together, the moſt ; 
part ofthem yeelded ynto necefity. Men of good qualities, ; 
and worthy to be credited, made this report, and withall had 
the teſtimony of the Enemy ,of that great God who knoweth 
all things, and of thoſe poore Souldiers,that were dealt with- 
all in ſuch manner. The number of the dead was cafie to be 
knowne, by the number of the priſoners, the Generals Soul- 
dicrs being not aboue 1 600. fighting men, horſe and foot : 
all the carriage wasloſt , onely his owne Caroeh laden with 
certaine thouſands of Florins , that was faued : which was 
good fortune in ſo great a misfortune, and whichſerued the 
{aid Lords Generall , as an inſtrument tore-eſtabliſh his af- 
faires, and to ſet themon foot againe. This is the victory 
which hath beene reported 1o many times with great tri- 
umphes. The Lord Generall ſaued himſclfe from that dif- 
comfiture, at Thein, and from thence rode to P:ſeck, and ha= 
uing taken order for the Gariſons , hee returned to Pilferr, 
where by little and little he re-afſembled the Souldiers that 
reltcd of that diſcomfiture: The more that Palme is preſt 
downe , the higher itgroweth, generous ſpirits wax bolder 
in aducrfities, The Generall was beaten, but not vtterly 


ouerthrowne, and it was notaneyy matter to him , to know 
JT that 
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chat warre is yariable :'The warre is his pra&tiſe, he hath vſed 
it from his youth vpwards, and is accuſtomed to all hazards : 
and as he is of'a prompt and aCtiue nature,ſo he ſlept not vp- 
on that accident, he put-that money which he had left to ano- 
ther vſe, hee gaue out Commitſions ,,to leuic and take yp 
more Souldiers in Germanie,in ſuch manner, that in the ſpace 
of foure or fiue weekes , hee had gotten two Regiments of 
foot, and a good number of horſe-men together againe.. On 
the other fide,the Emperours Armie daily tas jin ſuch 
maner,that in the moneth of September, when it was at AM- 
roditz,, it. was 30000. fighting men. The States of Bohemea 
carne(tly apprehending y approching of fo puiſſant an Army, 
wrote in halt to the Lord Generall to come to Prague, with 
all his troopes., mall chances to poo and defend it from 
an inuaſion : which was the cauſe that hee went to Vera, 
from whence at laſt, by order from the ſaid States, he went 
to ioyne himlelfe with their great Armic. The Earle of Puc- 
guoy was refolued to hazard a batrtaile , and to ſet yponthe 
Bohemians : but the Generals comming to ioyne with them, 
made him alter his aduife , fothat within few dayes after he 
retired to Pifack, where he recciued newes, that. Bethlem Ga- 
bor was entred into the field, with a puiſſant Armie,to inuade 
Azuſtria,in fauour of the Bobemians:$o to divert or impeach 
the inundation of thatſtorme ; he went from P:ſack and mar- 
ched towards eAmuſtria. The Bohemiay Armie alſo breaking 
yp, and followed after him : at:which time there was three 
yreat Armies all in the field together. I lraue the rehearſall 
of their proceedings, vnto thoſe that were then preſent with. 
them, to returne to ourcourſe in Bohenna. - | 

Afterthe ouerthrowat Zablatti,and the Earle of Bucquoy 
being Maſter of the Field, enlarged his borders, and tooke 
Prachagis, Vodnian, Winterberg, and Piſacke. But then the 
States of. Bohemia belecuing (as it was true) that when hee 
was gone, It was time for them to repaire. the ruines that he 
had made, during the time of his Victory, recalled the _ 
FLID | Gener 
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Generall of the Artillery, and gaue him' Commiſſion to rits 
inc thoſe places againe, and according to that Commiſſion he 
returned into Bohemia, and with the, Companies that he had 
left in Garriſon, and the Prince of eAhelrs Regiment, and 
ſome Troupes of horſmen, as he marched along he tooke 
Vodian, and. ſet ypon Prachadis, and Winterbergh, one after 
the other, and with great agility wanne them againe. I ſaid 
before, that P#{ſen: is one ofthe principall places in-Bohena : 
-and Piſacke, T abor, Wittingaw, and Budweis, are the-nexts 
VVhereof Piſacke and Budweis, were-in the Emperours 
power, the other two in the -States hands. Pifacke being a 
good place, by reaſon of the ſcituation, and the walles and 
Ditches thereof, commaunded by a Spaniſh Captaine; that 
: yndet himhad none of the Countrey Peſants, but:goad Sole 
of diers, and the time of the.yeare.commung on, (for.it was a» 
s bout the middle of Nouember) it was moredifficultto bee 
4h wonne, and it was thought, that that yeare it was impoſſible 


to be effected. And the Prince of Anholt finding that enter= 


n Fs priceto be very difficult, wrote a Letter tothe Lord Gee 
| l nerall from eAmbergh, bearing date the 15. of Nouember, 


in manner as followeths

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know it by the Coppy of certaine Letters, that were written: 
to the Lord Generailzguching that SubieR, by the Prince of 
eAnholt, from eAmbergb-the 29. of Nouember, F, 7. in 


manner-as followeth,

'V F newes, which you haue imparted vnto mee by my:

places leſning the fury of Armes, bur notthe fire of icalouſie, 
which the ſound of his happy ſucceſſe had cauſed to riſe VP, 
in certaine malicious Spirits. A fire which in time to come 
will conſume many good Deſignes in the firſt beginning of 
their birth, to the great preiudice of the Crowne of Bohemi2, 
Plinie writeth of 2\mall fiſh called Remera, and faith, that it 
is of fuch a quality, that cleauing faſt to a Ship, thought be 
exceeding grcat , it {tayetn the courſe thereotin the maine 
Seas : ſmall matters preucnt. great enterpriſes. Our Ship 
will fer ſayle, but the ſtinking waters of euill will, will.pro-+ 
duce ſo many Remores, that on what fide ſocuer itfayleth, ir 
will hardly arriue at any good Hauen. The Reader ſhall ſee 


how it will fallout, bythe iflue of this diſcourle , then let ys 
proccede. | 
IF it be greeuous toa-particular man , to loſe that ſmall 
ſubſtance that hehath : It may eaſily beiudged, how much 
it diſpleaſeth great perſonages to loſe Crownes and whole 
Kingdomes. It was eafily to be ſeene and perceiued , that 
Crumaw and Budweis being loſt , Bohemia would be cleane 
Quit out of the hands of the houſe of e Auſtria And that how 
much the more thoſe places were of great importancefor the 
conſeruation of that Kingdome, ſo much the more, the Em- 


perour, and all the Princes of that houſe, .would enforce and - 


ſtrengthen themſelues for the maintainance of them, 


The Lord Generallof the Artillery forefaw this, and that 


to pull thoſe two Townes out of their hands , they mult not 


gocempty handed thereunto, Now for that the great Ar- 
eAuſtria, and he in Bohemia with the 
reſt of the Troupes , heeltcemed that the conquelt of thoſe 
two Townes was reſerued forhim, as the reſt of his taske. 
Inthe Winter timehe began to diſpoſe of his affaires there+ 


after, framed intelligences , and lent his Spirit.to looke after 


that which in ariy wile might ſcrue: for the furtherance of his 
——— I a 
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Deligne. Burbefore all things, hee ſought in good time tg 


in time ofneede he might be furniſhed with money and men. 
He knew the ſlackneſle of the land Officers , and how hard- 
ly they wereto be drawnethereunto. Therefore he wrote 
vnto them from P{ſzx, to defire them to commaund the 
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prouide for the afſurance of the Towne of Pier , and that 


Countrey Peſants to trauaile about the fortification of that 
Towne: andto take ordef that it might be prouided of Mu- 
nition both for the belly and the warrc, that hee might haue 


ſuſficient Cannon , and Horſes to draw them into the field, 


and that they would ſend him money , and men to effect his 
Deligne, &c. 

They made prouiſion touching the firſt point, bur ſo ſlen- 
derly, that in ſtced of a thouſand Peſants , that ſhould ordi- 
narily haue beenc employed , and changed at that worke, 
there was neuer aboue 3oo. together : for the reſt of the 
points, there was nothing but promiſes fade in ſteed of cf- 
fects. The Lord Generall knowing their humours, and that 


ifhe preſt them not forwards , the matter wouldrelt there, 
 ſentthem Letter after Letter, the moneth of March being 


almoſt ſpent in following that. Atlaft the ſaid Lord Gene= 


rall perceiuing the ſeaſon to come on, wherein ſomething was 


to be done intheficld, and that they went fo ſlackly for- 
ward, he began againe, and writing with the beft Inke that 
he could get, protefted, that in caſe they tookeno better ore 


der fortheir affaires, that-if any miſchicfe fell ypon them, the 
fault ſhould not be imputed vnto him : and that fromthar 
time forward he would diſcharge himſelfe thereof both bes 


fore God, and all the world, Thele proteſtations were by 
him reiterated diuers times one after the other , with as ma» 
ny paſſions as he could well expreſle. In the meanetime, 
h: could not (and that with great intreaty) getburt one part 
of that which he required, -and-none, or very little £ 
Their ordinary anſwere being , that they would take order 
for the ſame, withall till complaining of the infolencies com- 


nutted 
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couching their complaints, ſhewed ther;that without mony 


' it was impoſſible for him, to reſtraine fo many malcontents.; 


and as they required that correction ſhould be inflicted on 
them for the taid infolencies , hee ſolicited forthemeanes to 
effec the lame. And among other things hee propounded 
a courſe which is much practifed, and common in other Na-- 
tions, and caſily tobe putinvſe among them, which was a 


Contributionto be raiſed ypon the Countrey Peſants , offe-- 


ring to make an account of that whichhe ſhould gather, and 
to dedudt it out of this, and his Souldiers pay. But they (be- 
ing altogether ignorant of matters of State, knew not how 


to accept of ſo | rs a condition , much leſfe to effect it. : 


They rather deſired ro-loſe all the Countrey , then a little 
wealth, and all the body, rather then one member, thinking 
© make warre without money. - | | 
In the meane time the complaints encreafed , and from 
thence cuill will beganto ariſe, which toyning with enuie, 
wherecofT hauc formerly {poken,) will heereafter produce 
nders and miuries, in effe& pretudiciall both: vnto the 
State,and tothe Authors thereof. Novy as we cannot denie, 


much lefle excule the exceſſe and infolencies, whichthe Soul-- 
diers as then.committed, and did'commit during that warre, . 


ſoitis well knowne , that it is impoſſible to reftraine and 


bold them-vnder Diſcipline, if their wages be not paid them. 


Neither they nor theirhotfes can live bythe ayre,alkthat they 
haue, whether it be Armes or apparrell , weareth, waſtech, 
and breaketh. If they muſt buy more, they muft hauemo- 
ney, And if men haue it not to-giue them, they will take it 
where they finde it ,, not as in partof rhat which is due ynto 
chem, bur without weighing or telling it. This gate being 


once opened vntothem., they enter into the large fields of / 


liberty : There is no more {taying ; nor bounds for them; in 
ſeed of contenting themſc lues, withthat whereof they haue 


neede, 


muted by his Souldiers. He ſtil continued his replies, and * 
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neede, any mn toenrich themſclues thereby : they take 


all, force, beate, and kill thoſe that reſiſt them : and to con- 
clude, there isno diſorder, which they will not commit, en- 
couraging themſclues in their wickednefle , by the practiſe 
thereof, and frequentation with diuers Nations, The Ger- 
maine, the Flemming, the French man, the Italian , andthe 
Hungarian,euery one contributeth-ſomewhat of theirs there- 
vnto, andthercis no ſubtilty , nor craftineſſe , which they 
know not, and which they doe not put in practiſe to haue it, 
They ſpare no perſon of what quality ſocuer he be, reſpe& 
no place how holy ſo cuer, neither Churches, Altars, Tombs, 
Sepulchres, nor the dead bodiesthat lye in them, can eſcape 


* the violence of their Sacriligeous hands. Wee know and 


confeſſe allthis, and to our great griefe haue ſeene many ex- 
amples thereof. Theſe are the miſthiefes ofthe warre, which 
makes it become deteſtable, and abhominable. But what ? 


It is not enough to know it, and to complaine thereof. Wee - . 


mult preuent the ſame by the true and right meanes, if wee 
will be exempted thereof. The onely meanes to remedy all 
ſuch diſorders , and fo many miſchiefes, is Diſcipline : bur 
how ſhallit be.eſtabliſhed, where money for their pay want- 
eth ? Iknow not who would yndertake the ſame, no nor 
the Prince of Orarge, (thatgreat Maſter of Diſcipline) him- 
ſcife. In the meane time the land Officers of Bohemiataking 
things cleane contrary , would turne the courſe of ordinary 
&ffaires, and to hide and couer theirignorance, would ſerue 
their turnes with the cloake of pouerty, making a great ſheyy 
and matter of the charges which they areforced to disburſe, 
and the ſmall meanes that they haue to defray the'fame : and 
vihenthey are required to pay any money , they make an- 
fwere, and ſay., wee haue none, wee are not able to doe it. 
Thoſe that were in this Countrey during the time of peace, 
and that knew the riches thereof, can well iudge of the truth 
efluch an excuſe. eo” | 


Bohemia 
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Bohemia 13 one of the belt countries, that is to befound 


within the borders of grearGermamie,rich of wools,cornc,-- 


pearles, pretious (tones, and of mines bathof gold,(iluer, 
copper,iron,lead;and all forts of minerals,cnvironed with 
molt rich neighbours, with whom they traffiquein divers 
manner, a country which of long time hath enjoyed 
peace, and for an ornament thereof, the ordinarie ſear of 
che Emperors, a place whercinto ſo great riches haue 
come and beene brought from ali places in the world, for 
the ſpace of theſe 200. yeercs rogether, Every man 
knowes the great number, and riches of the Barops and 
Lords of this country,there being ſome of them,that poſ- 
ſe{ſea million and 2 halfe of wealth, belides cheriches of 
the great Towne of Prague, without ſpeaking of the reſt. 
In ſuch manner,tbat to alledge povertie, for enduring ofa 
yeereandan haltes warre, itistoo grofle an excuſe, Fi nor 
to be allowed. But to fay therruth,(as we ought to doe) it 


is the couetouſnelle of certaine particular perſons,it is the. 


great diſorderihat was therein,touching the receiuing and 
diſtributing of the treaſures, which hindred them from 
paying the ſouldicrs, that diſcipline could notbeeſtabli- 
thed, and ſo many miſchiefes prevented. The good peo- 
plebad made the woltea ſhepherd, pope/ de Lobkowiz,,was 
cheir Lord Treſurer, all men know his nature, and with 
what wood he warmes himſelfe. The three Eſtates, and 
the Nobilitic haue ſufficiently diſliked of his dealings. 
The children went to fetch muſtard. And not to hold 
you too long with this ſubieR, I will only ſay, chat men 
worthy of credit, and ſuch as had rhat credit, to baue a 
ſight of the bookes of account,aftirme, That ſince the be- 


inning of the direAion, vntillthe month of November, 
418 1620. which is not aboue two yeeres and a balfe, the 


States of Bohemia, without comprehendging therein the 
Provinces incorporated, haue not disburſed three milli- 


ons of Florins, Good God, whata ſurme of money is 
os thats 
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thar, in reſpeR of the great reucanes of ſo rich and opus 
lent a Realme,asthat is?Now let men confider of the grear 
ſurnmes of money, that haue beene levied by contribu- 
tion in the plaine country, and in the villages, let chem 
only ſet downethe contributions of the Towne of Prague, 
and it ſhall be ſeene, whether iewas for want of money, 
that the ſouldiers were not paid, or for want of good will. 
One of them of the firſt Eſtate, ( for touching the two 
other, | am per{waded, they did their endeuours) being 


asked, how much he would williogly contribute to the 


maintenance of the warre, out of 20000. dollars yeerely 
rent that be polletTed,durlt offer 3 00. dollars aycere. And 
one of the principalleſt of them, that had a great hand in 
- managinp the aftzires ofthe Land,and one that could doe 
much, being rated at 2 000, dollars ayeere, was willing to 
give but 2,0r 3. hundreda yeere. An other of the ſame 
coat, in (teed of 2000. florins, that heought for his pare, 
would pay but 500, becauſe (asheſaid) he had no more 
money. Inthe meanctime, running away from Prague, 
after the battell, he lefc 300000. dollars ready money be- 
hinde him, which he could not ſaue among other things. 
What profit did ſome of them make, of the opening of the 
Emperor Roadu{phus chamber ? what benefit of Eccleſiaſti- 
call goods? I will not ſpeake ofthe reft. And yet they are 
poore, they haueno meanes to pay a little enterrainment 
to thoſethat are [trangers,that haueno part of tharabun- 
dant riches, that daily expoſe their liues and bodies, for 
the good of the Bohemian Crowne, and for the mainte- 
nance of thoſe, who fo richly enioy the bleſſings of that 
country. Letthe vnpartiall Reader, that is acquainted 
with the affaires of the world, iudge, ifit pleaſeth him, by 
that which I haue ſaid, and ſhall ſay hereafter, what is the 
true cauſe of the diſorders and inſolencies committed by 
the ſouldiers, and of the mifchiefes and miſcries hapned, 

and fallen pon that country, To that end, I haue made 


this 
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this digreſſion, 'Now we will leauc theſe great maſters 
following their affaires in Prague, and popel de Lobhowin, 
relling their money, ſeparating the old groſches from the 
new,to melt and make his particular profit of them, flay- 
ing forthe taking of the ſaid Towne, when Colonel /ugger 


Adcs him a baſtinado, as a beginning of a reward, for his 
accurſed auarice, To returne vnto our purpoſe, TheGe- 
nerall, alchough ill provided of that which was necetfaric 
for him, yet weary to be encloſed within the walls of a ' 
Towne, and delirousto take the aire of the fields, centred 
intothe field, with His eroupes, and (ome peeces of Can- 
1100, in the moneth of Aprill, and marched to Granberge, 
from whence be once againe gaue an other countercharge 
vnto the principall land officers, ſharper then the former, 
but co the ſame end, and then went forward. There is a 
Caſtle that ſtands ten miles diſtant from Prague, in the 
way tO Yoanien and Prachads, neereto the riuer of MMol- 
dania, in a villagecalled Their, which as then the enemie 
held , and thereby much diſturbed che Kings affaires, 
which he determined to take from the enemic,and to that 
end wrote to Colonel Franc, (who as then was at Tabor, 

with (ix companies of Hollanders)to come with his men, 
and ſome troupes of horſe and foot men of the country 
people, vntothe (aid village of Thein vpon a day appoin- 
red, and chere to ſeizevpon the bridge, that ſo he might 

zoyne with bim, Which hedid, and all therroupes mee- 
ting together at the time appointed in the ſaid village, in 
the morning when the Generall had giuen two or thiee 
volleys of Cannon ſhot at the enemie, he vnderſtood that 
ſome ſecond was comming to aide them, and that the 
vangard was already in ſight, Whereupon he cauſed his 
Armie to.cnter into the field, and placing it in order of 
battell,reſolued to fight, if the enemie would giue the on- 
ſee. Now having ſtaid in that manner vntill cucning, and 
no man ſeene to appeare, and conſidering the dangerthat 

E 3 might 
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might enſuc, tolodge ſo many menia a village, and that 
the ſeaſon of the yeere as then was not fic to lic in che 
fields, as alſo the newes that came from che Earle de /a 
Toxwr, who wrote for aide, he relolued to deferthat macter 
tro a more conueniene time, and to retire to Hekin, You 
mult ynderltand, that in the meane time, the Earle of 
Bucquoy, that was (trong in Auſtria, held our men at a 
bay, in (uch manner, that the Earle de /a Toxr,who as then 
commanded the Armie in the abſence of the Prince of 
Anholt,and the Earle of Hehenloe,was conltrained to lend 
to the King for aide, Whereupon his Matellic gaue com- 
miſſionco the Lord Generall of che Artillerie, to goe thi- 
cher with his croupes,2s he did, but again(t bis will, ſuffici- 
ently foreſeeing, by experience of the time paſt, that\a- 
mong {o many great perſons and commanders, icaloufie 


might calily ariſe,to the pretudice of the common good, 


and of ſome of them, as it hapned. When hecameto 
Nidaretter, a villagetwo miles diltant from Egenbarg, ia 
the lower A»/fria, where the other Armie was, he (tayed 


there twoor three weekes with his troupes, attending the 


comming of the Princeof Anbelr, Generall of allthe Ar- 
mie, who as then was at Pragneginthe which time he cea- 
ſed not to write againevnto the land ofhcers,and ro harpe 
vpon the (ame Iring that he had done before, withall 
ſhewing them of the pouertie and great necefficie of his 
ſouldiers,growing by the dearth tar was in thatcountry, 
all ouer-runneand ruinatedby theformer warres,praying 
and hardly preſhog them to haue a regard vnco ſo many 
braue men , that deferued rather co diein batcell for the 
Kiogs ſeruice, then fo miſerably to periſh for want of 
food, But they were lo farre off from hauing any regard 
vnto his propoſitions, that tothe contrary they ſent mo- 
ney,toallchereſt of the Armie, wichout ſending him one 
penny thereof, a molt great-incqualitie, and which mo- 


ued him extremely, And to the purpoſe, Iforgot one 
importanc 
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Important thing, which is cogiuelighe vneo allthis mac. 
ter, but I will ſet icon worke, and place it here. The cu- 
ſome of che warre is ſuch, thar when an Officer dicth, he 
thatisnext in degree after him that isdead, ſfucceederh in 
his place. Now thelate Aonſienr de felr, in his lifetime 
being Marſhall of the Bobermian Armie, having beene 
ſlaine in a skirmiſh giuen by the enemiea little aboue E- 
g-nbarg, the Lord Generall of the Artillery, pretended 
that the ſameplace, eſcheated vato him, by order of 
warre; and therefore wrote vnto his Maieltie, to theland 
O fficers,and tothe Prince cf e4-holr, his Generall,for the 
ſame; which was granted vnto him, according to his 
requelt, and ſo being Marſhall of che Armie, he beganto 
execute that Office in the Kings Campe at Egenbure, 
where all the Armie was lodged, & continued two or three 
weekes without any contradiction, In the meane time, 
one day the General hauing done him that honour to 
come to vilit him in his lodging, rold him, that in truth he 
had beene made Marſhall of the Bohemian Armie,butthar 
ronchiog the office of the Marſhall of the Armie Royall, 
that was reſerued for the Earle of Hohenloe, Whereupon 
complaining of that wrong, he maintained that the ſame 
Office had beene abſolutely conferred vato him, without 
any other condition, but only that he ſhould religne thar 
of the Generall ofthe Artillerie: and thatif he had beene 
told ſo much at the firit, he would never haue accepted 
thereof, but would rather take his Office of Generall of 
the Artillery againe. Bur the Prince of e Luhole replying, 
thatthenit'was too late, becauſe theſame was conferred 
to another : he ſpake'n6 more thereof at that time, onely_ 

ro conclude, he delired the Prince of 4#ho/t,to giue hinn 

leaneto depart, that hee might withdraw himſelfe elſe- 
where: his diſcontentment was great, but that which 
grieuved him molt,. was, that itſeemed-vnto him,-thac 
men made more ditticultie _ grant - him his conge 
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tobee gone, then tocrofle him, and chat they ſought 
to giue him ſo many diſcontenements, that in the end, 
he ſhould goe away with ſome diſgrace, by that meancy 
co give the greater ſhew vato other mens actions. 
Cercaine dayes after the Prince of Anhol/s comming 
againe , +into his lodging to viſit him, hee ſought 
co perſwade him, to content himſelfe with that 
Othce, with the limitation aforeſaid , and to ſuffer the 
Earle ef Hoheylo, to execute the office of Marſhall Gene- 
rall, ofthe Armie Royall ; which he wholly refuſed, (ay- 
ing, that if he were but Marſhall of the Bohemian Arrmic, 
he would goethicher, and being there, would obey the 
Earle of Hobenlce; but as Lieutenant Generall, and for 
that there were a great number of braue Lords,in the Ar- 
mie to command, therewas no need to take any great 
care for him,once againe beſecching the Prince of Anbolr, 
co doe him that fauour, to grant him leaue to depart. 
Which he gaue him, Diſcord and miſcon(tring or milta- 
king of matters among domeſticall ſeruants in a particu- 
lar houſe, are to be delired for the good and profit that 
ariſeth thereby, vnto thoſewhomthey ſerue. But diilen- 
tions betweenethe ſeruants of Kings and Princes, that 
hauc the managing of affaires, cannot but be preiudiciall 
and hurrfull vnto their Maſters, whatſoeuer Matchiauell 
and others like him ſay, or diſcourſe thereof, The Lord 
Marſhall being already wearied with the cold anſwers, 
and long delaies of theland officers, & grieucd attbe vn- 
iuſt ivequality which they vſed in the diſtribution of their 
monies,wrote alſo vato ther to haue leaueto depart, In 
themeane time there was an occaſion offered, that ſee- 
med to be fauourable vnto him, which was that newes 
camethat Do» Balthazar, being onely Commander in 
Bobemiah, and hauing none other there to croſſehim,was 
determined coilſue out into the field, and to beliege Voa- 


wan » Whereuponthe Prince of. Anhelt octane” fo 
en 
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ſend ſomeaidethither, and committed the charge there- 


of yntothe Lord Marſhall, who as then tooke certaine 
eroupes of horſe-men out of the Armieto goe with him. 
Bat before I leaue the affaires of Auftrie, I muſt touch 
onepoint more( which I had almoſt forgotten, ) among 
the reſt of thoſe that increaſed the Lord 
centment : our Acmie was lodged (as Ifaid before) about 
Egenbarg, andthe enemies toward the riuer of Danxbia, 
within three miles of Germanie ; on which lidethe Prince 
of Azholt determined ſuddenly to aflaile it. The exploit 


was well and wiſely vndercaken, and dexceriouſly perſu- ' 


ed,vpon the tenth of ue about 3.or4.oftheclocke inthe 
evening,& to that end our Armieconliſting of 18. or 20. 
thouſand men,departed from the faid towne of Egenberg: 
and the next day early in the morning, got to Heiterſwrf, 


wherethe firſtquarter of the enemies Armie lay, with- 


out being once diſcovered, or meeting with any ſenti- 
nels, Nevuercheleſle it ſtayed there, without going any 


further (I know not the reaſon why ) and from thence - 
returned backe againe, without performing any thing. 


Thoſe that then were there may if it pleaſe them remeni- 
ber, that the Lord Marſhalls ſoldiers, thought then to 
haueſet forth, togiuethe firſt onfet ypon the Hungarians, 
and others that lay inchat quarter,as alſo what was further 
done at thattime, This being ſpoken tono other ende, 
but only to refreſh the memory of thoſe, that then were 
preſent there, and know what I intend to ſpeake, it being 
molt certaine, that if the onſer had beenegiuen, they had 
driven the enemie from thence, and gotten a great aduan- 
tage vpon them. Now let vs proceed, 

The Lord Marſhall hauing received that commilli- 
on, ( as I ſaid before ) made preparation to leaue the Ar- 


mie, fully aſſuring himſelfethat he had already found an 


occaſion, by ſome notable aRion to make envie it ſelfe 


bluſh for ſhame, It ſeemedthat fortune would fauour _ 
an 
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and that from thenceforth he (hould faile in the ſeas of 
her good favour, Yetit was but a vaine hope. The Remore 
cleauing faſtto the kecele of our ſhip, ſfaied our courle. 
The mi:forcune of our Realme was ſuch, that all was for- 
ced togoc backward : and the molt cleare Gghied well 
perceiued rhar hatred inthe court, and enuie in the Ar- 
mie, wonld cauſe contrary winds to blow vpon him. He 
ſes ſaile in I#nez tooke his courſe through vpper Arftrie, 
paſt along by Witignaw,cauled his ſoldiers to ſhew them- 
ſclues before the gates of Cramaw, and Budwer : to 
breake downethe mils about them, and to doe many 0- 
ther exploits;afterthat he came co T2bory fromthence he 
went to beliege the Caſtle of Them, which he battered, 
and after thirtie Voles of Cannon ſhot giuen againſt ir, 
won it by compolicion, and by that mcanes, freed the 

allage for the Kings Maicſtiefrom Prachadr> to Prague. 

ong before he had a deſigne to doe ſomething againſt 
Crumaw, where he had intelligences and diuers inuenti- 
ons to become Maſter thercof : and made account to 
win it wichin few dates, if he once went to beliege ic. But 
ewo things withheld him from it, thac is great want of 
money and men, He himſelfe, his Captaines and foldiers 
being ſo extremely needy, that they could not be more, 
He was brought ro ſuch an exigent, that to buy viAuals 
he was forced at timesto borrow 30. or4o. Florins, To 
writeto Prague for it, it was labour in vaſne, be knew their 
humours too well with whom he had to deale: It was as if 
he ſhould beare rhe aire, and loſe his time, to ſeeketo doe 
any thing by letters. Therefore being preſt by neceſlity, 
and the great inſtance that his officers. made vato him, 
he was conſtrained to interrupt the courſe of his vicory, 
and perſonally togoe vnto Prague, there to finde the 
meanes,/to miniſter ſome comfort vnto his Armie, and to 
that end went thither, with an intent co ſay there but 3, 


or 4- daies, and then to returne againe, to perſue = de- 
1gnC.

| Tigne. Butthereit fell out with him , according to the 
manner of that court, thatis, thatin ſtead of foure, hee 
ſtaied fouretecnedaies, 
lathe meanetime, therehapnedalittletragedie,which 
FT will ſet downe here,becauſein many places it hath beene 


diuerlly — and ſpecially concerneth the ho- 
nouroftheſaid Lord Marſhall, I willtell it truly as it was, 
Ifaid before, thatthe States of nether Au/?ria, had enter- 
tained one of the Lord Marſhals regiments of ſoldiers 
into their pay. This regiment had happy and vnfor- 
tunate ſuccelle, as the courſe of the warre fell out, At 
Langenlojd the enemy comming from Crembr,to ſetypon 
him that commanded the ſame in theabſence ofthe Lord 
Marſhall de fe/r, that was not farre from it with the Bo- 
hemian Arrnie ready toaffiſt it. But the enemie charging 
them with a great numberof horſemen, encloſed them 
' onall ſides, and put them to flight, even in the face of 
theſaid Lord Marſhall de fe/r, not without great ſuſpicion 
of ſome ſecret conniuvence. And hereit is to beenoted, 
that theſaid Lord Marſhall, bare a deadly hatred vato 
' the Earle of H4«»sfields ſoldiers, After that againe it had 
another misfortune at Garft, whereby being ſome wasdi- 
miniſhed, and the ſtates of A»/?ria, wanting money, they 
reſolued co'diſcharge it,( as they did ) but in the abſence 
of the Lord Marſhall, who to@ke that their proceeding 
In euill part, becauſethey had promiſed, to ſend the faid 
regiment againe ro him into Bobewiab, to ſerue him there 
hos he ſhould-have occaſion to imploy it. Thefaid ſol- 
diers went direftly voto Prague, there to aske for their 
payzwhere he dealt in ſuch manner with the firſt that came 
thither, that they were content, giving to ſome three, to 
others foure, and to ſome five moneths pay, to [lay for a 
moneth ortwo for the re{t, After that came others, and 
amongthem, ſome ſeditious perſops,that wouldnotcon- 


tent-themſclues with the former order, but would be paid 
F forthwith:

forthwith, The Lord Marſhallſhewed them what necel[- 
litie and want of money he had : and chathee had not as 

yet receiued any thingofthe States of Auſtria, Bur all that 
notwithſtanding, they wouldnot be ſatisfied, and were 
moſt imporrunate with him, ſpecially after dinner, when 
the (pirit of wine had heated their braines. To conclude 
they reſolued to haue money, howſoeuer they came by 
ic, and that they would norleavuerhe Lord Marſhals lod- 
ging before they had/it, And to thar end at the leaſt fifty 
of chem in-number afſembled there together , who reſo- 
lurcely determined to ſtay in his drawing chamber, vntill 
ſuchcimeas hecameforchtoſupper,and nottoleave him 
cill they were all paid. In he meare time the Lord 
Marſhall divers times canſed them to be ſpoken withall, 
and&madeoffer vato them of feuerall conditions, as alſo 
ro ſhew themtheimpoſlibility that he had to pay rhem 
all atonetime :forthat ( as it'is ſaid before) he had recei- 
ucd no money from the ſtates of Aufria. But all reafons 
and ents notwithitanding, they would baue their 
full and entire payment : ſaying that otherwiſe they 
would not depart from thence. Supper rime drawing on, 
Twoofthe Lord Marſhals Captaines comming out of 
the chamber, choughe with good {pecches to haue dif- 
patched thoſe raſcals from thence, and accommodating 
themſcluesto neceſſity , make them leave the place that 
euening, but it would not be : for in ſeed of yeelding, 
they became more obſtinate, and in ſtead of good an- 
{wers they vicd threatnings, and fo from words they fell 
to blowes. The Lord Matſhall hearing that noiſe, came. 
forth with ſome Captaines and his houſhold ſeruants, 
that wereabout him, and ſet fiercely vpon them. Where- 
with they being ſomewhat abaſhed at his preſence, though 
they were the greater number, began co giue backe and 
at laſtto runne away, where many of them were hurt, 
and oneamong(t the reſt deadly wounded. This was =

firſitat. Alittle whileafter, againe all the Captaines and 
officers, that then were there, thinking to goc home vnco 
their lodgings, and going along the treetes, were ſer vp- 
onand atlailed by thoſe ſeditious fellowes, and driuen 
backe againeto the Lord Marſhals houſe. This was the 
ſecond aQ. The Captaines perceiuing what danger they 
were in, {ent fortheir Piſtols, and making themſclues 
ſtronger, by:more officers that -ioyned wich them, .re- 
ſolued to retire in deſpite of thoſe mutinous companions. 
Ja the meanetime,it fel] out that one of thoſe which held - 
not with the ſeditious company, ſcekipg to goe forward, 
was by them taid holdon,and hardly viedamongſithem, 
The Captaines ſeeing that, ſtept forward- to aide'him, 
and charged them hotly, they for their parts likewiſe de- 
tending themſelues, Whereby on both fides they fell ac 
blowes. Neuertheleile the ſeditious ſoldiers retired, the 
better to rancke and fortifie themſelues. 'T;he Lord Mar- 
ſhall in the meane time looking ont of his-window, and 
beholding the inſolency of thoſe mutinous' fellowes, 
went downe, and mounting vpon bis horſe, aecompani- 
cd with his houſhold feruants, toyned withtheCapraines, 
 wichwhamhbeperlued them, and laid ſomeofttiemidead 
ypon theground: Aclaſt the Kings Maicltic hearing: of 
the quarrell, ſenthisgard toaiderhe Lord:Marſhall, and 
the Burgers made proterto alfilt him. - But feare having 
already feiced ypon:theheares: of the {edirious ſoldiers, 
 therewas nothing eliedonear that tine, 'Fhis' was the 

laſt at of that Tragedie, ' which T have particufacly re- - 
 hear(:d;for thereaſon aforeſaid; Fhe'14.-daics being palt, 
aboutthe middle of ane, be:went from Prage; having 
firſt gotten ſame money, to-comforr; bis ſ0)dlers, with 
promuſe ſhorcly after tobe beer ſupplied bochwith men 
and money, And being at 76tis wrote/againe vnto the 
land Officers, and pikedty made ther acquainted-with 
thenecellirychat he had of moreforces, to execute _ 
F 2 1SNC. 
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- ſigne, But neuerthele(le,co loſe no time,expeing grea- 
tex forces, he went to take the fort of #aicren, after that 
the better to bridle other Gariſons that were neere there- 
unto, and ſo to prepare the way to belitege Cramary, 
Before his departure, the Earle de a Towr ſent from 
the Prince of Anho/te, came into his Armie, and being 
cometo Prachadiz,theLord Marſhall receiuedecters our 
of higher A#ſfria, whereby they were intreated co goe 
thicher, in reſpeRof the danger that they feared, leaſt the 
Dukeof Banaris would: enter into that countrey. He 
ſhewed the letters varo the Earle dela Tow, and 
aduiſed his Maiellie thereof. To thoſe of Awfria hee 
made anſwer , that being ſo weake of forces as he was, he 
could not aide them, but that daily heexpeted morefor- 
ces, and that then he would moſt willingly come vato 
chemzand therewith marched forward to the fort of Wa/- 
leren, to beliege it, as aforeſaid. That fort is ſeated ypon a 
lietle hill, juſt ypon the comming our of the great wood, 
which is betweene Bohemia and Paſſaw, at theriuverof 
Moldasiarunning at the foot thereof z at che top of the 
laid for, there was aſmall ſgonſe about 60. paces long, 
furniſhed with two ravelins, ſquare at both-corners, which 
flznkedthe curtaines of the tort, all furniſhed with-good 
ditches and pallizadoes, beſides the trenches that were 
within-it. In the fortthere was about 400.men, The Lord 
Marſhall placed bis Armic about it, and -notlong after in 
the marſhie woods, by diligentſearch, hefoundouta paſ- 
ſageto get neere vnto the fort onthe banke (ide, and that 
evening he ſent one of his Captaines with 500 muske- 
teers,to ſeeke to palle through ir, 8&:ro lie in thewood be- 
hind the fort, The next morning the Cannon was plan- 
ted,and two peeces and amurtherer,were ſet on worke,to 
hinder thoſechat were within thefort,from forcifying the 
ſame. About-ten of the clocke,the Captaine got ncere vn- 
co the fort, and both parts ſalucing each ogher with a 

ſtorme 


ſhorme of musket bullets,they that werebelow in the halfe 
moone,perceiving themſelues to beaflailed behinde,were 
in great feare, and running away, faucd themfelues inthe 
fore ; our ſouldiers purſued them hotly,and chat with ſuch 
dilipence,thar preſently they got 1nto the fort, and all che 
cnemics were encloſed in the imall ſconce,well intrenched 


(as1 faid before) and in aniaſtant all our muskereeres got | 


ſo neete vnto them, that they mighe ioyne together at 
puſh of pike; And in the meanetime,while the musketeers 
on both [ides, plaid one againſt the other, the Lord Mar- 
fhall cauſed a mine ro be made, which the next day was 


blowne vp with indifferent good effeA,burcharnomwith- 


ſtanding, the breach was not great enough, in-ſuch man- 
ner, that the next day another was begunto be made, and 
toconcludethey within were kepr at fuch a bay with Muf- 
kets,*Cannon ſhot, and aſſaults, that the effects thereof, 
ioyning with the apprehenſion which they had conceiued 
of another mine, the ſecond day they made compoſition, 
and thechird day iſſued outof the fort, which according 
to the opinion of Don Balthaſar de Marades, Sericanc 
Maior, Generall of the Empgrors horſe-men, would haue 
beeneſtropg enough co haucheld our Armie beforeit all 
that fummmer. Thetaking of this fort procured great ioy 
to them-in Pregve ; butit continued not Jong: for in the 
meanetime while we were bulied to pull out that thorne, 
che Duke of Baweria, pricktvs with another, ( hauing ſei- 
zed vpon ypper Auſtria ) which without compariſon pro- 
cured moregriefe vntovs, then euer the other did. The 
Lord Marſhall aduifed his Maieftie touching the ſame, 
giuing him counſell what- to doe in ſuch occurrents : 
which becauſe it is of great importance, I will here parti- 
cularly ſeedownethe contents of. his letter. 

[ R, yeſterday | wrote vnto your-Mateltie to certifie 
Job of the heauy newes that isin vpper Anſftria, And 
for that it doth not only continue for certaine, but as it-is 


10 be feared, that the Dukeof Bawaria will approch vnts 
F 3 this 
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this country, to enter thereia.z I thought it conuenient to 


give your Maieſtie this further aduiſe, and therewith to 


ew you what I chinke requiſite to be done in theſe oc- 
currents. Firſt, I chinke it conuenient,and moſtneceſſarie, 


to prouide for the defence of the country, whereunto we 


are not ſufficient, when the rwo Regiments of the Duke 
de Wrinmar, and that of Colonel Gray are come hither. 
And therefore it is.requilite,.chat your Maieſtic ſhould 
hold Colonel Grayes regiment there about Pragee, for 
your guard, and for other occalions, which ſhall of out 5 
and alſo to fortifie and keepe ſtrongly-thele foure places, 
Pullen, Piſech,Tabor, and Futtignaw z tothe which cad,it is 
requilire,to put my Regiment into Pi{{en,becauſe ſome of 


my mea aretherein alreadyzinto P/eckthe Duke de #ern- 


wars regiment,with x00. horſemen,and 100. Hungarians ; 
into Tabor, Colonel Fraxcky regiment , with .as many | 
horſemen aad Hungarians ; and iato #ripnew, Colonel 

Seitans Regiment, wich 50 horſemen, and 100. Hungari- 
ans: and all cheſetorunne oa that lide whither.che cne- 
mies ſhall b-r 1 their torces,to rake breath, and thereby co 
ſtop them (it ic be pollible) from victuals. Thereſt of my 
horſemen, and of the Hungarians, mult. retire cowards 
Pilſen, orto ſome otherpart, whereoccalion (hall feruec ; 
by thac meanes, at times,ſuddenly to doe ſome enterpriſe, 


co indamage thee! All chcſe troupes being thus di- 
vided, it-is Wha” "ga 6 doe 
rhe ſaid places, they mult begin carneſUly co labour a bout 
the fo:tifications of the ſame; wherein your Maieſtie mult 
ſpare oothing, and make asgreat haſte therein as poſlibly . 
you can, becauſcit i; to be feared, that we ſhall be {urpri- 
zed ſooner then 'wethinke for,and thatafterward it will,be. 
too lateto remedieche ſame.. For the enemie being ftrong 
of horſemen, (as im truch heis) we may ealily be euiro- 
ned by him,before we could auoid it. And our forces be- 
ing in chat manner ouerthrowne,and having no other pla- 
ces that aro ſtrong and well garriſond; your Maicſtic ns 
| W 
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well iudge, what davger'and.lofſe may thereby enfue,and 
whether we may pot appechend the fame miſchiefetofall 
v pon vs;thatis hapnedto thoſe of Anftria;; ſpecially,con- 
ſidering the awtable humorofthispeople,whovpon this 
occalion doing ſomething tothe preiudiceof your M aie- 
ſtie, without doubt, to excuſe themiclues, will after feeke 
co couer it with the cloakeof necefficie, But theſe foure 
places being fortified inchis manner, that ſtorme may be 
{tayed atche brinke,while the Prince of Anhok comes out 
of Auftria,to aide thoſe that are in extremitie. And by this 
meanes we may withſtand the enemies forces this yeere, 
and ia the meane time your Maiecſtie may haue leiſure ro 
thinke vpon the meanes how torepulſe them altogether, 
better, then you can doenow.For thereſt,touching other 
ſmaller places, there mult be garriſons pur into then, to 
croublethe egemie,and ſer him on worke,and fo to winne 
ctime.. I befeech your Maicſtie,to take a ſpeedy reſolution 
herein, For, brit co wrice vatoche Armie, time will paſſe- 
away. And to the contrary, Ii the Prince of Anhol ſhould _ 
not like well of this.aduice, there will be time enough to © 
alcer it, and to ioyne againe. May it pleaſe your Majeſtic 
not to thinke ill of my boldneſfe in adviſing you in this 
matter, danger and neceſlitie ioyning with the defire, that 
I haue forthe aduancement of your ſeruice,haneconſirai- 
ned me thereunto, and forced me to caſt all other conſi- 
derations vnder foot: as alſo that neither my felfe, nor 
thoſe that are about me; can ſee any appearance at all,that 
with ſo ſwall forces,we may winne any honour againſt ſo 
puiſſant an enemic. Therefore expeRing your Maieſtics 
reſolution, alwayesvnto the laſtgaſpe of breatb,l remaine

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Tais aduice was not followed, but to the contrary ie 
was thought conuenient, to make a Campo formaro, Our 
Armie thea reticed from Protwin, to Them, and from 
thence to Pechin, where we continued all che monch- of 
Auguſt, increaſed by the regiments of the Duke de Sexon 
W:ymars, and of Colonel Grayes, a Scot, and yer effeted 
nothing, as being not ftrong enough to-with(tand (o pu- 
ilſant an enemie, During this vaprofitable (taying, the 
diſcontentmeat of aur (ouldiers, but ſpecially that of my 
Lord Murcſhill, increaſed more and more: becauſz, that 
belides the affront that he had receiued in; f4vfri4,and1{o 
many vaine promiſes that had beene made yato him, by 
the land officers, he had alla beene fruſtrared of meanes 
to effe& his delignes , without being able ro doe any 
g0ad for the Crowne of Bobemia in time to come, ln the 
end diſtaſting cheſe things, and (till laden with enuie, 
he determined to withdraw himſelfe ſrom thence, To 
that cad he wrote vnto the King, and tothe States, who 
made him a gratious anſwer, exhorcing him to continue 
> thcirfriend, and not toabandon them in ſo troubleſome 
atim?. Whereupon he ſeut a man expreſly againe vato 
the King, to let him more particularly vaderſtand his in. 
cent. Aad in char perſute diuers metſages were ſent and 
returned, and inthe end it was conkated and decreed, 
that the States ſhould in ſhort time cauſe him to haue two 
months pay for his ſouldiers, and chat generally his ſoul- 
diers ſhould be vſed and deal: wichall, in che ſame man- 
ner that thoſe of the great Armie were: that in reſpeRt 
of the fiue companies of horſemen that he entertained 
and paid out of his owne purſe, ſeeing that the Farle de 
la Towr had diſcharged him of two of them, thatthe land 
officers would cake order , at the next qaeeting of the 
States, that he ſhould alſo be diſcharged of che chree 0- 
thers ; that he (ſhquld execute his office of Lord: Marſhall 
in the fame manner that the Marſhall de Fel did, and 


that

that he ſhould not expe any order nor cormmande. 
ment from any other then from the Lord Generall, 
and from ſuch as it appertained vnto. Whereupon the 
Lord Marſhall reſolued ro continue in his Maieſties ſer- 
uice, vatill the end of the month of October, and fo 


things reſted for that time. In the meanetime,this impo- - 


ture and ſcandall was thereby raiſed, that the Lord Mar- 
ſhall would turne his coat (as itis commonly (aid) and 
ſerve the Emperor. A moſt grotſe concluſion, and ſuch 
as deſerved to be puniſhed in Schooles, to ſay, he will be 
gone and retire himſelte out of the country, ergo, he will 
1oyne Wwiththe enemie,and ſeruetheEmperor. But hows 
{ocuer the bruit thereof having beene once ſpread abroad 
inthe Citie of Pragse, it afterward ranne throughout all 
the Realme, and further, ſpecially when it had encoun- 
ered with impudence,that mer it inthe way ; and ſome ac- 
cidentsſympathizing the ſame, In ſuch manner, that in 
conſideration of the forcewhich from time to time it re- 
couered, by ſupport of ſo many fautors, it was apparent 
thatinthe end it would take root in his Maieſties owne 
chamber. But it was fo farre from that,thatthat wiſe King 
would not once giueit any place norentertainment into 
the cabinet of his conceit, but rothe contrary did enccu- 
rage and exhort the Lord Marſhall, not toreſpe& ſuch 
evil! reports,aſſuring him of his Royall fauour,&c.While 
we were (as I ſaid) about Berk, the Lord Generall 
thought it expedient co ſend our Armiefrom thence, to 


ooe to Newhats, leſt that the Duke of Bavaria (thatwas | 


not farre from thence) ſhould ſuddenly ſurprize it. And 
when we came thither,there we {tayed eight or ten daies. 


But his Maieſtic and theland officers hauing a greatap- 


prehenſion ofthe neerenefſe of ſomany troupes, thatyer 
werein Bavaria, and tharthe ſaid Dukewould dat fome 
enterpriſe vpon Pilſen, he commanded the Lord Marſhall 


to march wich all his. forces (as he did) to divert, _ al- 
| G ute 
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ſurethe frontiers of Bohemia, againſt the Duke of Buve- 
ria. And being on the way, he had another charge from 
the land officers, who (as he had already paſt by Tabor ) 
made him make haſte,with aſſurance that his Maieſtic had 


proclaimed che Ban, and that all the country was vp ia 


armes, as alſo that a great number of horſe and foor men 
were commanded to ioyne with him, by G/ats and Tavx, 
which they beleeued he (hould finde there when he came 
thicher, The cuſtome of Bohemia is, that when the King 
goeth forth in perſon tothe warre,the Earles, Barons,and 
Gentlemen are bound to mount on horſebacke, and to 
follow him ; and choſe that arecalled Gentlemen in that 
countryzare at the leaſt 60000 perſons, belides the Nobi- 
litie-which are nothing fo great a number, Now conlide- 
riog theſe great forces, and the Kings reſolution to goe 
perſonally into the field, the apparance was great, that 
they would doe ſome notable enterpriſe. Thele great 
compoſed bodies,haue their ſucceſſe & courſes as well as 
men, and are ſubie& tothe ſame alterations and changes, 
To behold the countenances of thoſe perſonages, it ſce- 
med that they were already rowſde out of a profound 
ſlumber, ſpecially hauing ſuch an alarms, as che Earleof 
Bucquoy made them with fo puilſant an Armie comming 


' neere vnto them. We belecued that beiog aſhited and 


aided by fo great forces,we ſhould doe miracles. We did 
then already imagine nothing elſe, but an <nd of the 
warre. But partwriunt montes; we ſhall ſee that theſe great 
mountaines of promiſes, will bring forth nothing bur a 
mouſe, In the meane time, the Lord Marſball vnder 
that hope cauſed his Armie to march forward, towards 
Glats, and from thence about Tax, to diſcouerthe ene- 
mies intent, and to gouerne himſelfe thereafter. As hee 
marched on the way,and after he arrived there,he cauſed 
that aide aforeſaid robeſoughtfor, and nine miles all a- 
bout on this lideto looke wherethoſe ſouldiers might be,

' butbyno meanes could heare any newes of them: they 
hadquartered themſclues in Emtopis, therefore it is no 
more ſpeaking of them. Thereupon the Lord Marſhall 
made complainc ynto the land officers, who foran excuſe 
made an{wer,that they had recciued a countermaund,and . 
wereſentto Peck, Voduian, and the places thereabouts, 
to ſecure them againſt Dox Balthaſars forces, Whether 
that were true or no, wecannot tell, but it is certaine, that 
the enemieſoone after wanne all thoſe places, as if no for- 
ccs had beene in them, Briefly, the Lord Marſhall ſeeing 
bimſelte defticute of ſuccours, and that the enemie fol- 
lowed cloſe vpon him: fearing leſt they ſhould take the 
way of Pi/en before him, reſolued to retire, and lodge 
there, as indeed he did. And thus ended the month of 
September. He being receiued, found thereſuch wants 
and defaults,as nothing more : the fortifications very lit- 
ele furthered, want of labourers, oftimber for the Palliſa- 
docs, andof money to ſupply all : he once againe tooke 
pen in handeo write tothe land officers, ſhewing themof 
allrheſe wants, and the danger they werelikely to bein, 
if all werenot ſupplied in time : Bur eſpecially he reque- 
ſed they would {cad him in fomemunition,that he might 
- be competently provided to hold out a liege, and money 
co ſatisfhe the x ww and ſouldier: for otherwiſe it mighe 
be feared, the diſcontent already they were in,might burſt 
out intoa mutinie, tothe great preiudice of the place and 
cauſe. Of theſe letters he had a faire anſwer, but tono 
eftec,according to their cuſtome, Inthe meane time,the 
Lord Marſhall, who well foreſaw, thatthe enemie (who 
had aduanc'c himſelfe daily with a puiffant Armie, forcing 
all the places where ere he came) would not be ſlacke to 
comeand vifit him, did nor ſleepe for his part z but made 
the Boores as many as he could get, to worke inthe forti- 
fications ; and cauſed good ſtore of timber to be brought 


infor the Palliſadoes, and of corne and meale, all rhat he 
| G 2 could 
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could puruey. Briefly ; he did all chatthetime and ne- 
cellicie required, to forcifie himſelfe againlt the cnemie, 
who was violently comming ypon him. Neither was the 
enemie all this while idle, buc youn ſtronger daily, by 


maine force making himſelfe maſter of whatſoever might 
any way oppoſe him, T henallo Vo4nian, Prachadit z, Win- 
zerberg, and Piſck, were wonne with great cffuſion of 
bloud : Schuttenhofen yeelded without ſtroke triking. The 
like had befallen to Taxx and Glatta, had not the Lord 
Marſhall ſtcengthned them with new ſupplies, which he 
had ſear in chicher co lic in garriſon, ſo that the enemie 
found more co doethere,then at the other places. Within 
Taxx there weretwo orthree troupes of horſe, and ſome 
He is maſter of few foot,all commanded by the Rcemerfter, Clandins Lins 
all the Cavalle- aw, Don Balthaſar came hither toalleige ir,wich a great 
- Vis power of foot and horſe, and with 7. peeces of Canoon 
began to batcer it, firſt on one (ide,and then onthe other ; 
_ they within the Towne in the meane time made it good 
with all cheir beſt endeyours, Bue the Towne being hard 
laid at on all {ides, and not well prouided of munition, 
and eſpecially wanting powder ; after a few dayes refi- 
ſtance, by the aduice of the faid Lord Marſhall, gaue ic 
vp vpon compolicion, Into G/arta,the Lord Marſhall had 
ſent 200 musketiers, with certaine companies of land- 
| folke that werethere, vader the command of Sir Thomas 
' Ferenz, who was charged by the Lord Marſhall, not to 
tyre out himſelte, in regard che place could not be long 
kept; but to quit it, before he was driuen to extremities, 
leſt they ſhould loſe themſelues to no purpoſe. © From 
Tanx, Don Balthaſar went to beliege Glatra,batterd it,and 
tooke it in by compolition, #17 
His Highnelle arrived with his Armie at Craſuz, five 
leagues from Prague, and wroteto the Lord Marſhall the 
3.0t Oftober, that he ſhould comefrom Pex with ſuch 
forces as he could draw ouc, (leauing a ſufficient garriſon 
| in 
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in ic) to ioyne with his Armie. The day after he ſent him 
againe the ſame command. The Lord Marſhall doubting 
his HighnetTe was not throughly enough informd of the 
eſtate ofthe garriſon of P//e»,ſent Capraine Roy, Quarter- 
maſter generall,to ſhew him the neceſlitie the place had to 
keepe {till all the forces then withia it, ifchey meant ill 
to-hold it : offering notwithſtanding vnto his Highaelle, 
thatif he would appoint him the exprefſe number ofmen 
and cannon, which he would haueſent, without leauing 
it to his diſcretion, he was ready to obey him, The 10. of 
Ocober behold Generall Z»cquoy and the Duke of Bana» 
114-with their whole Armie,began to ſhew themſelues be- 
fore P«{en, and very neere the Towne. The outworkes 
were not yet in cale to be defended, nor were there forces 
enough to man them ; belides all other diſcommodities 
which vſe to fall out, where money is wanting. So as if at 
the inſtant, the enemie with thoſe great forces he drew af- 
cer him, hadattempted theplace, he had certainly cither 
carried it, or at the lea(lt driuenit to ſtrange extremities. 
The Lord Marſhall the more leifure he percciued they let 
him haue, the morediligence he vied. He cauſed all his 
ſouldiers to worke by courſe day and night inthe fortifi- 
cations ; he enquired, and borrowed money of his Cap- 
taines, whereſocuer he could finde it,to giue the ſouldier 
ſome content; and didſo well and fairelyghat within few 
dayes,the workes were defenſeable. 
 Allthings going thus on, the King with his Armie was 
arriued at Rokezan, ſome two leagues from Pilſen, inthe 
way towards Pragge, The Count Bacquoy, a wiſe andold . 
Captaine,ſceing the reſolution of the Lord Marſhall ; and 
that to force the place, would both loſetime, and manya 
braue man zcaſt how to getit by policie z ; 
Dolu an wirtus quits in hoſte requirat * 

and plotted how to make way into Pilfer, by ſending in 
chither K,Phi/ip of Macedons mules he had intelligence 
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from thence, of the ill managing of bulineſſe, amonglt 
ſomeprincipall perſonages of that partie; and of the diſ- 
content ginen to the Lord Marſhall: and well knew,there 
is nothing thac can put a noble ſpirit ſooner from his po- 
ture then enuie. - {#/ar was ambitious,but for that,he had 
neuer turned the point of his {word againſt his oatiue 
country,ifenuic had noe overcome him, And (haries of 
Burbou had neuer taken a refolution fo contrary to his 
Countries good, had he not met with this paſſion, the 


molt violent of all others, and which only overbeares the 


greate(t courages, He ſtudies therefore how to gaine him 
that was molt potent in that place: and whoſoever had 
voices in this counſell, held it ſo cafie to bee brought 
about, that they no way doubted of theitſue; yea they 
were {o confident, that a rumor was ſprcad throughout 
the Armic,as of athing already done and effected. Now, 


) notwithſtanding that the bare cuent might teſtifie Ger- 
- Contrary, yet for that it is publiſhed throughout all the 


many, and that there is no biting of calumnie , which 
leaues not behinde it ſome ſcarre, to the blemiſh of his 
honour,that hath once beene calldin queltion,if preſent- 
Iy it benot wafhtoff with the pure ſubſtance of the truth 
I would not let to fet downe for the Reader ſo much as 
ſhould be neceſlaric, by thetrue narration of that which 
paſſed about ghis matter. 

Toachim de Carpzo, Lieutenant Colonel of one of the 
Regiments of my Lord Marſhall, was yet priſoner with 
the enemie, euer lince the laſt ſummer,when he was takea 
at Glax in Asffria, Him they made choiſe of tobe an in- 
ſtrumeat of their deligne co perſwade the Lord Marſhall 
eo leaue the placeto the Emperor, in conſideration of the 
reward promiſed him, which was great, as tis commonly 
in ſuch a caſe : in a word,mountaines of gold. He,delirous 
to part from them to procure his ranſome, agrecth the 
willinger to take ſuch a commiſſion vpon him. But as the 

common 
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common prouerbe ſaith, eL thin lining apreeth not with a 
tbin outfide. If the Count Bucquoy be honeſt, the Count 
Meansfieldisiult : if the one be quicke of ſight, the other is 
{wift of foot. He was not ſo fooliſh, nor ſoill a merchant, 
ro makeſo bad a bargaine,and to ſell his honour being in- 
eſtimable, for a thing that periſheth,to looſe in one houre, 
what he had beene ſo long in getting, with ſuch labours 
and danger of his life : He had too (taida iudgement,and 
a ſpirit better lodged, chen to play ſuch a Clerkes tricke, 
T he Count Bucquoy thought he had knowne him ; bur 
knew him not. This metlenger then being arriued, and 
doing what he had in commilſtion,the Lord Marthall ſent 
him preſently to his Highnelle the Prince of Azhalt, who 
cauſed him to be examined by three perfons, ſet on to 
ſound the depth of this plot, The Lord Marſhall for Itfis 
part made this occaſion of worth, to doe his Maſter ſer- 
uice,by whoſeconſent he gauecare tothe Count Bacquoy, | 
that he might in the while gaine time, and to make his 
out-workesdefenceablc,offers to treat with him,but vpon 
this condition, that firſt of all he ſhould ſee right done to 
the Rittweifter, Linſiaw, whole troupes being gone from 
He4dew, in fauour of the capitulation of Tax, were ſpoi- 
led by the ſouldiers of the ſaid Count Bucqgaoy, who now 
the more to further this treatie, endeuoured by all means 
to giue fatisfaQion to the ſaid Captaine Linſlaw, Diuers 
ranne vp and downe about this ſatisfaction : but ſo much 
time was imployed about theaccellarie, that they had no 
leiſure to come to the principall, While theſethings were 
on foot, the Prince of «F»bolt ſent for Colonel Pobhix to 
come to Pil{en, vader pretext to view the fortifications z 
but his meaning was, as a man may eaſily diſcerne, to get 
a more exa& inſight intothis negotiation : who being re- 
turned, and hauing made report of his commiſſionto his 
Maieſtie, his Highnelſe wrote to the Lord Marſhall, in 

theſe termes, ; oY

My Lord: the Lord Pobliz hath well ſatisfied theKing, 
who you may aſſure yuur ſclfe repoſes great confidence 
in you, and holds you in his good grace, &c, From 
Rocke/zanthe 18.0t Otober 1620. | 


The next day, hee wrote to. bim againe, and amongſt 
: other paſſages, one clauſe to this effeRt : 


Furthermore I am aduertiſed, when the enemie ſhall yn- 
derſtand that the treatie of 7c takes no effeR, he 
will make his approch to the place, andentrench him- 
ſelfe about ir. 


This is to ſhew thatche Lord Marſhall did nothing in a 
thing of ſuch conſequence, without the aduiſe and con- 
ſent of his Maieſtic, and his Genera!), The ſanie day of 
the ſaid month about 9. of the clocke at night, he wrote 
another,which I will adioyne,totheſame end : 


My Lord : although I am of the ſame opinion with you, 
co gaine time ; yet ſo it 1s,that his Maieſtieafter he had 
deliberately conlidered,that of all that can happen;this 
is the molt expedient ; that you breake off theaion: 
and when it be performed, that you will be pleaſed to 
ſend it; leauing to yourddifcretion and will the diſpo- 
ſing of therwo Companies, whereof you wrote vnto 

" me, &c. 

This is for ſubſlance the true diſcourſeof this treatie, 
that hath caſt ſuch miſts ouer the ignorant, and piuen 
{uch hopes co the enemie. In this time were preſented 
ſome faire occalions to the enemie to doe vs hurt, be- 
cauſe of our want of horſe, which were all at Reke/zan 
in the Canipe, whither the Lord Marſhall was gone eo. 
finde the King, to kifſe his hand, and to take leave of 
his Maieſlie : following the Articles of Bechin,as it came 
co paſſe, The Count Bucgney perceiuing at length that 
golden acts would not take this Lion; and that it was 
| more 
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more neceſſarie to vſe his iron and ſteele, reſolued to 
try his force: for which purpoſe he cauſed great ſtore 
of faggots to be made, entending without queſtion co 
giue a general] aſſaule, But changing his minde; he roſe 
with his whole Armie the twentie one of the ſaid month, 
to paſſe the water aboue Pi/{en, and draw towards Sozer- 
gras, and ſo towards Prague, When he had pallcd the 
water, his reareward was lodged halfe ag houres march 
from Pilſen, The next day the Count Hefach came with 
all the Kings horſe as well Germans as Hungarians, and 
with 4000, musketeers, within one houres march of 
Pilſen : where the Lord Marſhall meeting with him, a- 
monglt other diſcourſes, propounded to him a meanes 
how to cut eff the Reare of the enemie: That is, if he 
would pleaſe to aduance his troupes , himſelfe would 
10yne with him, with the beſt that he had in P:l/en, and b 
charging thus joyntly the enemie, who had alſo ſome E- «20 
diſaduantages, they ſhould certainly beat the Reareward, 
or at leaſt greatly diſtrefſe them. But che Count thought 
it the better way to turne backe, and takethepailoge, to 
cut off the enemies way to Prague, 
His Highneſle being poſleſtfor that purpoſe of Raco- 
12, the two Armies houcred ſome time thereabouts with 
various ſuccelle,according to the courſe of thewarres. At 
the laſt, comming ſo neere,that it was thought the Conn 
Bucquoy would bazarda bartell ; his Highneſle aduiſced 
the Lord Marſhall & invited him to come and attend his 
; pleaſure, who thanked him heartily,and atlured him, that 
' as this wasan occalion he bad alwaycs ſought, ſo would he 
not now ſlack ro put himſelfe forward with all readinefle: - 
for that he ſhould now be aſſured, thereto be entertained 
in the qualitie of a Marſhall of the field, co command ac- 
cording to his charge ; defiring his Highneſle thathee 
would (end him word with all ſpeed, andro reſt aſſured 
that in ſuch a cauſe he would faile him in nothing. TR 
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foreto loſeno more time, and withall to know the ſhort 
and the long, preſeatly after chis letter he diſpatche So 
Thomas Ferenz,, with charge to ſollicice his Highneſle in 
his behalfe,and todraw him to a ſpeedy reſolution. The 
ſaid Lieutenant Ferenz went thence polt ; but becauſe he. 
could not haue audience of his Highnelle all the while he 
was in Racoviz, hee was conſtrained to follow him to 
Pragne ; where the ouerthrow of the Armie decided the 
queſtion, before the ſaid Ferenz could ſpeake with bis 
Highaelle, and bring backe an anſwer, 
Vpon new bulinetle (as weſay) we muſt take new con- 
ſultations. The Lo1d Marſhall, hauiog before taken his 
leaue of his Maicltie, as was (aid, minded nothing but his 
retreat: but this new accident hauing quytealrred all othee 
things,chang'd alſo his reſolution,ftinding himſelfe alone 
in Bohemia (after the other Chictes had withdrawne 
chemſelues) and engag'd in honour to keepe Psl/en ; he 
calt his eyes round about him,to lee it there wereany like- 
lihood of ſuccours from any part. His Highneſle ſome 
_ dayes after the battell wrote to him, aſſuring him that 
ſhorcly he would ſend him new directions : theſe hee ex- 
peed with great deuotion, ſtill hoping, they would lead: 
him out of theſe troubles : but hauing long waited, and 
hearing no newes from his Highnelle,who after thartime 
neuer wrote him ſo much as one word, be found himſelfe 
by ſo much the more perplexed. The {topping vp of the 
pallage of Germanie, from whence he only hoped to be: 
releeued, doubled ail theſe difhiculties, which of them- 
ſelues were exceeding greatialready, For being thus enui- 
roned on all (ides with enemies, and hauing ſmall ſtore of 
munition;and being bare of money, his ſouldiers ill paid, 
diſcontented, and which is. worſe, without any hope of 
fuccours, eucry man may imagine in what eſtate he was. - 
To beſet tothe helme when the winde is good, is but a 
pleaſure, a ſimple Pilot may then ſteere the courſe : but 
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when the windes are contrary,and the ſeas high-wroughe 
and danger (till thruſting vpon them, then 13 the ſuthci- 
encie of a Maſter required, 

The Imperialiſts being ſeiz'd of the Towneof Prague ; 
re-eftabliſht (by way ot diſcharge) the States in their an- 
cient freedomes ; and cauſed them to write to the Lord 
Marſhall, and co his Captaines, and ſouldiers of the gar- 
riſon of Pen, to this purpoſe: 'That they would bee 
contented with a ſurname of money which they ſhould 
preſcntly receive in hand, with allurance of the reſt bere- 
after ; and for thisto render yp Pi{en, and other places 
vnto his Emperiall Maieſtie. Furchermore, that feeing 
the King was now retired out of Bohemia, it was in the 
power of the ſaid States to diſcharge the ſaid Lord Mar- 
ſhall, (ceing that they had entertained him of themſclues 
into their teruice,and it was to them that he had taken his 
oath, Thele conditions were taken into conſideration, 
and co ſay truth, ſo it was, that they ſecing no other 
meanes to get their pay, ſuffered them(ſclues to be ſtag- 
gerd with this offer. Bur the molt part ( eſpecially the 
Lord Marſhall) knowing that theſe werenot the lame 
Scares that had entertained them into their ſervice ; for 
theſe were of the religion, but thoſe, Catholicks, thought 
it not his beſt not to hearken to them. The Lord Mar- 
ſhall brought into chele ſtreights, wrote to his Mateſtie 
and his Highnefſe,and to all thoſe that might be any way 
interetled in the keeping of that place,:made' truce wiih 
| the enemie, centred a treatic with them, and to that end 
ſent Hieroximo de la Porta his Treaſurer to Prague. In 
the meane time, to caſe himſelfe, and to diſcharge Per 
of part of the garriſon, he billeted ſome foot and horſe 
In Heigey; alittle Townewhere thereis a reaſonable good 
caſtle. Thus there palled 5 or 6weekes, wichour hearing 
any newes either from his Maieltie or his Highneſſe. 1a 
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publique cauſe by ſtaying within P:{/e», with that which 
might be made by withdrawing into ſome other place ; 
hereſolued vpon a departure, to (ee if he might either re- 
leeue ſome way the ruinated eſtate of the preſent affaires, 
or elſe preſerue it from an veter fall; he went from Pslſess 
with the re(t ofhis horſe, about the middle of December, 
leauing the command there to Colonel Frazk, and went 
to take in Tachaw, then without a garriſon, and thereto 
lodge hfs Cavallerie, as well to be alſured of the patſage 
from thence into the Palatinaze , as allo to enlarge him- 
ſelfe, and palle ouer thereſtof the winter, ſo much the 


) / more comodiouſly, Hewroteto Sir de Thilly Lieutenant 
/ Generall cothe Duke of Bauaria, and other Chiefes of 


the contrary party in Bohemia, toallure them, that this 
was not with any intention to breake the truce, but the 
better to accommodate his Cauallerie, hee wrote alſo to 
thoſe of Equer, who wauered already, and enclined to 
the Emperor, but vaderſtanding his pleaſure, thcy.retur- 
ned to their obedience and held firme afterward, 


© This being done hetakes his way towards Norimberg, 


withan intentionto goe to Fermbs, to ſeethe Lords the 
Princes; but the time being coo ſhort for him, and fea- 
ring to goeto farre from Pi/ſew : when he was onceretur- 
ned to Norimberg, he diſpatcht one of his Captaines, in 
polt to Formbs : from whence being returned, and ha- 
uing brought nothing but hopes, the Lord Marſhall after 
he had ſent anexprelle meffenger to his Maieſtie, to ad- 
uertiſe him of what had paſſed, he turned againe towards 
Bohemia, and before he arriued therehe had notice given 
how all wear. | 

The cnemie prevailing in his abſence, and beleeuing 
perchance he was gone for altogether,- wrought ſecretly 
vpon his Captaines, thinking to corrupt them, or at leaſt 
co draw them to a ſpeciall treaty, contrary to that which 
the Lord Marſhall had begun with Z»cquoy at Prague, Don 


/Atartin 
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Martin de Huetta Gouernour of Shuttenhofen, firſt attempted 
to draw ſome of them to a priuate conference, to which he 
being not ableto bring them, or they at leaſt notat liberty to 
come out to him, he wrote againetro them all in generall,and 
more openly: That vpon conlideration of. a ſumme of mo- 
ny they would yeeld vp themſelucs and the place to the Em- 
perour, The Prince of Liechtenſtein did ſecond him with let- 
ters tothe ſame purpoſe, | The foreſaid Hieronymo de la porta 
ouercomeby the large promiſes of the Imperialiſts, in ſtead 
of doing tor his Maſteras he was obliged , did for himſelfe . 
and the aduerle party, and wrote alſo to the ſame purpoſe : 
endeuouring belideto perſwade them that the Lord Mar- 
ſhall was gone neuerto returne againe. This letter comming 
from the hand of ſuch an Officer,” who had ſo good reputati> 
on with them,and meeting with hamours ſymbolizing ſome=. 
what with his intentions; [leaueit to youto judge, whether 
this did ſtaggerthem or no, |

we beſure of ourpay. Moreouer, let it be taken well or ill, we 
are delirous to know how the King will pay vs our old arre- 
rages. For the third: though the King would giue vs one

Excellencie, nor wee the Captaines, are fauoured by the 
Prince of eAnhbalt, wee will not be commanded by him;

This letter was preſently followed by another of the 
fame tenor, but much fuller of paſhon. Meane while, 
the Lord Marſhall rooke horſe ro goe towards Tachaw, 
accempanied with Colonel Gray,& ſome part of his Scot- 
1, Regiment : being there arriued, hee wroteto the ſaid 
Captaines, as felloweth,. 

Y Maſters: after you had' done me the honour 
to beare Armes vnder me, vpon ſo faire occaſions, 
and with ſuch reputation , I was confident you would 
ſo well haue obſerved my ations paſt, that you-would 
not now haue come to this point ro queſtion my (inceri- 
tie; ſeciog that cucry way you-had leyfure &o know me, 
that I neuer ſought but the good of every one of you : 
Yet muſt 1 needs with great voplealingnelle take no- 
ticeof the diſtruſt you haueof me, ina matter of ſo great 
conſequence as is now in hand: you lightlier giue credit 
to thole who apparantly ſeeke your ruine vnder dange- 
rous conditions ; then to him,who ſeekes nothing but to 
preſeruethathonour, which you-bhaue epgaged. It I haue 
-” _ giyen: 
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given my promiſe to returne, I haue kept my word : and 
3 ſee, I am comming, to doethe King (eruice, and what 
ſhall be for your. good, as | my (elfe fhall ſee occaſion, 
without receiuing law from you, who ought to giue it. 
I am now about-it, nay and have the meanes now in 
mine owne hands, that ſhall content you, and the whole 
Armie: but tis by another kinde of way, then to ſtand 
to their mefcy, who deſire to entrap you. Ttis I fay, a 
more honourable courſe. I had once entred into a treatie 
with the enemie; that we might haue got our pay tha 
way, it we could not an orher, and have drawne our 
companies out from thence, where we wanted ſuccour : 
bur ſeeing thereis yet another way to come by it,and chat 
we haue the meanes to get from thence, and that I other- 
where perceiuethe enemie caltsabout how co ouer-reach 
vs, I will no more of that creatie. And I cannot beleeue, 
that you who are bound in dutie to mee, would preferre 
an vncertaine profit before your honour, thar ſo looſely, 
& in (o faire an occalion you would forſake your Chiefe, 
- from whom (God be praiſed) you neuer rectived diſho« 
nour. You haue in followiog that way wherein I ſet you, 
- your pay afſured,yourliberties and honours fate, Wheras 
in place of this, from the other partie you cannot expect 
your pay when you are once made {]aues, and bound 
hand and foot,ſo that you can haueno hope of allurance, 
 Addeto this the hazard, whereinto you ſhall runne your 
reputations, Then if contrary to my hopes, you haue 
now trodden vnder foot the reſpet you owe me, & not - 
withſtanding my fatherly aduiſes,you be obſtinateto ren- 
der vp Pi{ev,why you may do it : for my part; I will waſk 
my hands, and protelt from henceforward, and hitherto, 
that if P;/ſex be now giuen vp,it is againſt my will; my plea- . 
ſure,and my commandment. Tis you that inthis caſe muſt 
anſwer it before God, the King, and all hisbraue ſoldicrs, 
ſeeing that you being not as yer forced of neceſlity;againſt

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Tbe fame day he wrote to Colonell Franke 
as followeth. 


| V the further T goe the lefſe Iknow the reſolutionsof my 


Caprtaines : I theught they had taken a good courle,and 


inthe meanetimeT ſee themballanced in yncertainties, as if 


they were new-commers'imo the world :-truſting to thoſe 
who endeauournothing/but-to-enſnare them, as they may 
well perceiue by the Letters: of the Prince of Liechtenſtein 
and Porra, If they purpoſe to deliver yp 9-45.49 without 
my conſent, they may docit. But they ſhall hazard their 
owne Henours and not me. I hope as men of Honour they 
will haucin chiefe eſteeme-that which oughtto bee dearer , 
then their very Life, and'that they will conſider what may _ . 
come hereafter ; meane while one may fee the fruits of theſe 
commers and goers, and what may come of the free acceſſe 
that is giuen-to Enemies. And I' much wonder that you 

I gauec 
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' gaue addmittance into the Towne, tothe Secretary or ſcr- 


uant of Porta,and ſent him not to me, ſecing it was my plea- 
ſure. Thus if my reſolution, that ono in place. 


of my Soueraigne, Lentend to bee obeyed, (as reafon good) 
and to intreat you to haue a greater care hereafter, that our 
buſines may ſucceed better. As for going to Pilſen, I en- 
tend it : but it ſhallbe- when. I thinke good, and not at the: 
commaund of thoſe whome I ought to Command, and who 
owe me farre greater reſpect then that, &c. 

In briefe, the Lord Marſhall wrote ſo often, now to one, 
and then to another, and followed them fo cloſe, that at laſt: 
he gaue them ſome aſſurance... In the meane while, making 
his complaints. to Count Bxcquoy, and S*. Ds Tilly of ſome 
wrongs.done him ; In that in going againſt the Truce, they 
het treated with his Captaines, violated his Safeguards, 
rob'd, tooke and kill'd his Souldicrs : that the injuries 
(whereof he chiefly accuſed Dor Martm de Huerta) were. 
inſupportable :- that he would make himſelfe amends with. 
the edge of his Sword, if they as Commaunders.would not 
give him ſatisfation.. 

Now conſidering with himſelfe the quality of. the place, 
the ſcarcity -of money, and the ſmall:Companies of Souldi- 


ers wherewith he was furniſhed, and that they had no like-. 


lihood ſoto holdeout.long ; He drawes out 3, Companics. 


of Foote from Plſex, which joyned with the Engliſh they: 


had: brought with them out of the Palatmate:, and ſome: 
Troupes of Horſe ; He left Tachaw, and march'd towards. 
Schakenwald; and Elenbogen, purpoling to raiſe men and mo- 


* ay, and fortifie out of hand thoſe partes-that hekd good for 


the King, whereof there were agood number in thole parts, 
as Sauzer Grars, and other places thereabouts... Arriuing at 
Ellenbogen, he put to his vetermoſt endeauours to make pro-. 
uiſton-an{werable-to- his Egterpriſes. And *tis.not to bee: 
doubted, that had he beene but a little ſtronger thenhe was, 
and. that. the. Imperialiſts. had giuen. him cuen_ but a little 


time

timeto Fortifie himſelfe, hee would haue ſtrangely encrea« | 


ſed his Forces there, in regard of the good affeRtion of 
the people thereabours to his party, and the Wealth there 


et left. 
: But the Imperialfts ſeeing what wasindeed to be feared, 
and that this fire mult be quencht in the beginning, ſlept not 


for their partes, but relolued to goe and ſet ypon, and bee 
Maiſters euen ofhis perſon, ando at once to make an end of 

the Warres. They drew out their Gatriſons and march'd 
direAly towards Herden and T achaw, which they tooke in 

at laſt by Compoſition, they within being not able to holde 
out. Afr that, gathering together from all quarters all 
they could, and growing dayly ſtronger and ftronger,they 
aduanct towards Schakemwa'd to reſtore it to the Emperors 
obedience. 

But before they arriued there, the Baron of Greet who 
commaunded thoſe Troupes, wrote to the L.Marſhall at £/. 
lenboper, and vehemently perſwaded him, to bethinke him- 
ſelfe intime of his Eſtate, and to make choyſe, rather of a 
rod accord, then againft ſuch great Forccs to weaken him- 
{elfe to no purpoſe. 

The L. Marſhall, who knew the benefite of all opportu- 
nities ; to drawe out bufines tothe full length, anſwered this 
Baron: That it was not hee who had broke this Truce, net 
ther ſhould it belong of him, if it were not-continued. And 
ſceing,thathee was well perſwaded of the obſeruation of it 
on their parts,he would _— harken to any propoſition, 

"But the Baron excuſing himſelfe By his want of power, 
the L. Marſhallſent one of his Trumpets to Prapye to Mon- 
fieur de Ti, to obtaine ſafe Conduct for William Leminger 
his Auditor of the Campe, whome he had Depured to at- 

tend the faid Sf, De Tilly, about the renuing of the Treaty. | 

Inthe meane time-the Imperialiſts increaſed of all hands, ta- 
king in dayly ſome place or other, for that the L. Marſhall 
could no wayes hinder them. Tn the end, perceiuing they 
L 2 went 
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went about to inuelt therſglues of Ele»bogen,and that it was 
not a Towneof fo great receipt, as.to lodge his Foot, mach 
Icfle his Cauallery : and for that it had beene too groſſe an 
ouerlight in him, to ſuffer himſelfe to be taken in fuch a 
royle, he went thence the 7*Þ,.of February” in the Euening ; 
leaujng 3.Companics of t oot.to guard the place ; and with 
all his Cauallery retyred into the Vpper Palatmate : haumg 


firſt gwen order that the Engliſh,.and the re(t of the Infante- 


ry, (except one Company which. ſtayed 1 Pesks) ſhould 
retire into Falkenaw.. 
| Beivg arriued in the Palatimate;he lodg d there his Ca- 
uallery, hauing purueyed himſelfe of what neceſſatics hs 
thought good.. Thence he went to the Dyet of the Princes 
and States ofthe Vnion-at Hezbrun, accompanied with his 
ordinary attendance, with ſome hopes to drawe ſome ſuc 
cours from them. : But, hauing ſtayed there fome time, he 
was forc'd to returne withoyt. any thing,beſides bare hopess 
From thence he wrote to ky thoſe that were friends to the, 
Cauſc; and layde before.chem his necefirties, and the need he 
had of ſuccours, which he afterward Rill prefled, and conti-, 
nued alwayes with exceeding diligence ; hoping thereby ta 
mooue ſome of them, whome.the laſle of that Kingdome 
might concerne, | | 
In the meane while, the Enenacs preuayling by his ab- 
fence, roucd yp and downe Bohemza at. pleaſure ; but not 
being able to continue their Carrecre by force of Armes, by 
reaſon of the. hardnes of the Winter ; they. betooke them= 
ſclues once againe to their Subtilties, the bad affetioned 
people:of our party, leading them the way toit 3 Hieronime 
de la Porta, yet refident ia Pragae in thename of the Lord 
Marſhall; whoin ſtead of giuing accompr to his Maſter of 
his faithfull Seruice, to. which he was by Duty bound, per= 
nited in his deteſtable treaſons -: And as.in the former ab- 
lence of the. L. Marſhall, he had affayed to ſupplant the fi- 
dclity of our Captaines, by ſome ſecret Letters of his,ſo now 
againe, 
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aFaine, he indeanonred totally ro ouerthrow it by his deuil- 
tihtnachinations, Ambition & couetoulnes,hauing ſo bleard 
his eyes,thathe knew neither his MF, nor that Duty wherein 
he was obliged vnto him. - And which is worſe then all,-he 
went not alone, but there were others-belide better practiſed. 
at itthenhe, who projected theſe miſchieuous prattiſes. . 

Tha Colonell Fraxke, in ſtead of obeying the L. Marſhals 
Commaunds; which exprelly forbad any tuſpeRed perſon, 
but eſpecially ofthe Enemies, to come within Plſer, did all: 
the quite contrary: AY ſortes of people of the aduerſe party, 
had free acceſſe thither,Meflingers,Souldiers,Officers,Cap- 
raines,yeaand their Colonels too, who all: went and came 
freely. He himſelfe went. to viſite Colonell. Lixzaw in his 
Quarters, without leane of the'L. Marſhall: Thefaid Colos: | 
nell:Ez:4/ap comming allo divetletimes to PHſear,was there: 
fealted andentertained by the ſaid -Colonell. Frazke, and the. 
Captaines of the Garrifor» with -aſmuch- familiarity as could 
be douiſed amongtt friends of theſameparty. The L.Mar- 
{ſhallwho neuermiſtruſted the faid Colonell Frazke, (as:in- 
deed he was not yerſentedout of any) being now aduertiled. 
waat quarter he kept with his Enemies, wrote to him, but: 
kindly exhorting trimv to abftaine hereafter from ſuch vaga- 
ries, as mightbringall his Actions into fulpition. . | 
 Asthe L:Marihall was on hisway rowards Heilbrun,here- 
£ciued Letters fronrhis Ma; wherein was confirmed vnto- 
aimthe charge of Marſhall generall of the field for the King- 
dome of Bohemia,and the Vnited Countries : with full pow- 
er todoall thathethought would beſt aduance the ſeruice of 
his Mati*, and the profit of the Eſtates. Athis returne from 
Heilbrun to Amberg he got the wind of thoſe plots. & practt- 
es ſtill on foot in- Pfſer, whereupon he wrotefirlt toone, and: 
then to another,to contirme conſtant,afſuring them he would 
not forſake them : and. that he would find the-meanes to get: 
the.their Pay,as alfo to relicue their.necefſities : Things going = 
thus;came his Auditor of the Camp, who had bin-at Pragse, 
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about the buſines afore mentioned : who tolde the L, Mar 
ſhall, that to continue the Treaty, hee mult haue a larger 
Warrant from him, then that he had receiued at £llenbogem, 
So that the, L.Marſhall cauſed one to be drawne for him, in 
the ampleſt manner that could be deuiſed, and renued his In- 
tructions : adding to the reſt of the Articles, that the Vpper 
Palatinate ſhould be compriſed within theſaid Treaty. And 
with this Commiſion ſent the {aid Auditor to Prague; gi- 
uing himin charge, to ſound the depth of the enemies Des» 
fignes, in regard of a fpeciall Treaty they intended to haue 
withthe Captaines; And that he ſhould perſwade the ſaid 
Capraines to be conftant in his Mateſties ſeruice. And final- 
ly to aduertiſc him earefully of all that paſſed. This wasto 
make the Wolfe the Shepheard. The L. Marſhall hauing 
had experienceof his faithfull Seruice ſome yeares, thought 
he had dealt vprightly in hisimployment, but hee had alrea- 
dy fupt the poylon of infidelity, outof Portaes Cup. This 
was verily the ſame Auditor, but chang'd within, and quite 
another man from what he was before. Aformnr had good 
reaſon (in my opinion) when heefhad confidered the ftature 
of Mans body, to finde fault that Nature had not made a 
wicket before the Heart of man, that his thoughts might be 
diſcouered. Thewant of this ( if I may callit awant) hath 
becne the cauſe that a 1000. men haue beene deceiued by 
theſe Two men, in whoſe fincerity they had good conft- 
dence ; not being able toſce into their inward partes, which 
God hath reſerued to himſelfe, 

In briefe, the Enemy forwarned by the treacheries of 
theſe two perfidious perſons ; husbanded this occaſion ſo 
well, that they conditioned fecretly with the Captaines, for 
the yeelding vpof Puſen; while in outward ſhew they ſee- 
med todefire a Treaty with the L.Mar{hall. So as the Cap- 
raines hauing already left the party, and gone beyond the 
bounds of their Duty, began nozy to ſpeake more openly 


then before; They wrote, and cauſdeit to be tolde by wa 
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ef mouth tothe Marſhall, that they purpoſed to expe no 
longer, but would either be: preſently payde, or atleaſt be 
aſſured of their Pay ; and that if ſhortly they had notareſo- 
tutiontetheir mindes, and deedes accordingly ; they would 
prouide for themſclues. The ſaid Auditor after Confe- 
rence with Monſieur Tilly about his laſt Commiſſion, retur- 
ned to the Lord Marſhall without effeCting any thing, ex- 
cufingit, that hee was ſent backe with threats and denyed. 
Audience : For that as healledged, the Enemy tooke it ill, 
that the L. Marſhall changiog the coments of his firſt Com- 
mifſiori, had inſerted this laſt Article concerning the Vpper: 
Palatinate, which-had nodepency vpon Bohemia. 

But the troath is ; that they being then afſured of the 
mindes of the Captaines,cared'no-moretoholde onthe trea- 
ty with the Lord Marſhall, having held it with him all this 
while to-no other end, then to ſtay him from going forward. 

And ſurely to: confeſfe the truth, both- parties alchough 
they differed in their defires,. yet were they well agreed un 
this, that one ſought to entrap the other. The Imperialiſts 
had two aduantages-aboue vs; that is to ſay, Meanes,(which 
wee wholly wanted) and the abſence of the EL. Marſhall, 
(notto tpeake of the perftdiouſnes of Porta.) Andthus they: 
got the game : Now the Auditor by priuate Intelligence, 
aſſuredthe L. Marſhall of the ſecret Treaty : and that his 
Captaines inclined wholly to the Emperours fide, making 
more of euery thing then i was : The L. Marſhall-vpon 
theſe tidings difpatcht Letters into all quarters, and did all | 
he could to procure money,.in ſome ſort to fatisfie the coue- 
tous deſire of theſe Traytors. But all in vaine. Por that lit- 
tle which he could get, couldnot ſtaunch their hunger. 

Mecane time he omitted no oportunity, which might make 
for the breaking off of theſe treacherous practiſes ; which he 
thought yet had floated vpon the waues of vncertaintics, 
and not landed at any Port, hee imployes all the pollicies, 


which his wiſedome or dexterity could furniſh-him oy 
| A 
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Andnodoubt, it had ſueceeded well, had not (4{o vnfortite 
nately) theſe very agents whome he vſ{cd,being before hand 
corrupted, and made the Enemies, as amongſt others, the 
Colonell Frarke and the. Auditor, whom he ſent againe te 
Pilſen, aſwell to obſerue more narrowly. the aftions of the 
ſaid Colonell Frazke,as to hinder the finall Conelufion of the 
treaty. The L. Marſhall aſſuring -himſelfe, that he being a 
man knowne to all the Officers and Souldiers, and of good 
dexterity, would doc him: able feruice as-indeed he might 
hauec done; had heregarded Honour a{tmuch as profit, - But 
his ill meaning was to worke cleane contraryeffedts. More- 
ouer, the L, Marſhall ſcat a.Corporall of, Captaine Becke 
Baſlois Company, with.a,packet of Letters, direted to. di- 
uers Officers; which Packet, had yerily fixucke;thefiroke 
kad it beene deliuered. But this honeſt Mefſinger was be- 
trayedgoing out of Amberg, by one of Iywremberg ; fo that 
entring into Bohera he was taken by he Enemies. The 
Colonell Lj:dlaw ſent the Originals to Cologell Franke,who 
real them, andfent them backe. without deliuering them, to 
. whomthey weredireted. To conclude, all. thinges went 
backwards, So that doe what the L.Marſhall could, the Im- 
poſtume burſt. This fire that had-long beenraked. yp-ynder 
the aſhes of NDifſlimulation, brake out intoflames of.a miſe 
chicuous treaſon. | 
The 26. of March the Treaty long a working, was Con- 
cluded at Aves, betweene the Baron of Tilly Lieutenant ge- 
aerall of the Dukedome of Bawaria, Agent. in that, aſwell in 
the name of his Maſter, as. of the Imperiall Maieſty on the 
one part : andthe Captaines of the Garriſon of Pil{en, name- 
ly, John Pieritz, Leonard Syrach, Wolfe Sigiſmund, Teuffell; 
Tohn Grott ,% Magnus Lawurwald.on the other party. Where 
amongſt other Conditions.it was aſſured, that-in regard of 
their abſolute departure from the ſaid Towne of Pi{ſex, the 
faid Captaines ſhould receiue 1 40000.Florins of his Impe- 
riall Maieſty : which was for the 7. Companies of the Regi- 
| ment, 
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ment, to Euery one 20000. Florins, Colonell Franke 
made this Treaty a part by himlelfe, and got promile of 
30000. Florins, in regard of the reſtitution of T aboy. 

This treaty of Ms thus Concluded, was put in execu- 
tion without delay,and theſe Marchants received the price 
of their curſed ſale, wherwith eucry one departed whether 
 hethought good. Tis true that the L. Marſhall wrote to 
them, eucn after the Concluſion of this treaty ſome kinde 
Letters, thinking by faire language to drawe them into 
the Palativate. But it was in yaine : their guilty Conſci- 
ences had taken away their courages to come before him. 

His Auditor of the Campe, hauing receiued 4000. 
Reich Dollors (the wages of his Pertury ) which hee 
thought to conuay ſecretly through the Palatinate: verily 
belecuing by the finenefle of his wit fo to Tuſtifie the reſt 
of his Actions : thatthe L. Marſhall ſhould receive very 
good ſatisfation. Couctouſnes had fo hood-winckt his 
eyes,that he thought all other men blinde. | 

The L. Marſhall who had all this while his eyes about 
him, and bcing naturally quick-ſighted, preſently diſco- 
uered the money ; and by the price, Iudged of the quality 
of the marchandiſe : He cauſed at Hirſchaw the man and 
| money to bee Attach't, and ſent out his Proceffe by his 
Captaines : by whoſe ſentence hee was Condemned to 
Death, and Exccuted according to Martiall Law. The 
Colonell Franke was firangely aftoniſh'd at the Impri- 
fonment of the Auditor, and became ſo melancholy pon 
$t, that cucry man percciued a great change and alteration 
in him. 

The L. Marſhall being come to eAmberyh, thought 

00d to call the ſaid Colonell Franke,and brought him be- 
Ele my Lord the Earle of So/mes, Vice Gouemour of the = 
Vpper Palatmate,and my Lords the Counſell EleQorare, 
to cleare himlelfe of what ſhould be obieRed againſt him, 
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Beine ſurnmonned by the Lord Marſhall, he takes iis 


Caroach and comes thither ; but being there hee was ſur- 
priz'd with ſuch a feare; that without bidding tarewell 
hee returned haltilyer then he came, leauing his Caroach +. 
and baggage behinde him with his Seruants. Hee gotto 
Nurembergh, and hauing ſtayed there fome time, he went 
from thence to Regenſpergh, and after.to 7 aber, where he 
had thought to be entertained into the Garriſon ; But they 
within, hauing before receiued a Commaund from the L, 
Marſhall not to recciuc him, would not admit him. So 
that hauing diuers times attempted and endeauoured by 
all mcanes hce could deuite to getin; at laſt being vnable 
to compaſicit, after he. had tarryed fome time. in the-Ene- 
mies Campe, he went to Pragre, there to make his Apo= 
logie : where wee. leaue him buſied, alwell in iuftifying 
himſelfe,as accuſing others, 

Captaine Syrach after the yeelding yp of the Towne, 
departed out of Germany towards his, owne Countrey : 
and being come neare to &rfurt, certaine Horſmen ſet vp- 
pon his Baggage, and tooke it all away, : And it is repor- 
ted, that hee loſt the worth of 30000, Florins, which was 
2/l that himſelfe had Pillag'd and come-yninfily by. in Bo- 
bemiz, ard thus is that loſt by Robbing, which is got by | 
Oppreſſion, that alſo goes away by the. Fyfe, that. comes 
by the Drum: 

By theſe Examples which I ſhew by the way, it cui- 
dently appeares, that Diuine Iuftice followes not farre off 
© Diſloyalcy. and periury : But it their fellowes profper 
yet, they are not therefore quite exempted from the pu- 
niſhment they deferue. Hee is not quitted, that drawes 
his Halter after him.. Euery thing will come inhis ſeaſon; 
that-can bur ſtay his time, though God lets them alone a 
tne, hethall not yer forgiue.them the Debt, but they ſhall 
pay the principall, with the arrerages, which it may bee 
will amount to more thenthey thinke of, 

1 Now 
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Now the Enemies ſceing themſelues freed of thisthorne, 
andMaiſters of the place which ſo much gall'd them, rc- 
{olued for all thatto driue all the otber Garriſons Royall 
out of Bohemia; that they might bee ſole and peaceable 
poſſeſſors of that Crowne. To cc this, they went to 
belicge Falkeraw, (alittle Towne ſcituate betwixt Eower 
and Elierbogern) tothruſt out Colonell Gray, who was in 
it, with certain Companies of his owne Nation and others. 
They battered and aſſaulted it diuers times, and plyde it 
ſo cloſe, that Colonell Gray after hee had done the part of 
a braue Souldier many dayes, was forced to Treat with 
them to depart with Bagge and Baggage. This place 
yeelded yp, none in theſe Quarters held out but Elkenbo- 
Fer; a place yerily not great, yet well and ſtrongly {citua- 
ted by Nature. 'Belides, the Cittizens who were much 
affctedtothe Kings party, there were yet within it three 
Companies of good Souldiers, Count Hezry of Orter;- 
berg, a young but braue and pencrous Lord, by the ap- 

Ng, a young : Gang viva ut 
pointment of the Lord Marſhall, Commanded the Towne 
an the Name of his Maieſty. | 

As Falkenaw was taken inthe 1. of Aprill ; they plat- 
ted their lege before Ellenbogen the 2.0t the ſame-Month, 
Where they laytillthe 26.of Aprill, with as-much reſo- 
lution and wilfulnes as could bee imagined, putting. to all 
their Forces, vigour and Stratagems, which their Coura- 
ges and Paſſion could Furruſh-them' with. The Cannon 
played perpetually, Balles of wild-fire were flung.in yn- 
ceffantly; they notwithſtanding in the Towne, encoura- + 
ged by the laid Lord the. Count, to continue the Seruice | 
of his Maieſty, were not wearyed outfor any labour, bur 
the morethe Enemy prefſt vpon them, the more reſolute= 
ly they beſtirred themſtlues to boate him off ; whichthey 
Ji with ſuch diligence, that -had they not wanted Pow-- 


der, they had without doubt, made good the place, 
; 74." *- | | | The 
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The Lotd Marſhall, all the Siege did what was poſſi. * 
ble to ſuccour them, hee fill giuing aduice to the faid 
Lord the Count; enioyning him neuentheleſſe whatſoe- 
uer befell, that in Caſe hee ſawe himſelfe preſſed, before 
_ theſuccours came in ; to Treate betimes, rather then bee 
brought into extremities, and {o looſe the hope of obtay= 
ning an Honourable parley to faue the Troupes, which 
was a thing he deſired him aboue all. 

At laſt abour the 26. of Aprill, the Lord Marſhall 
went from Twrcherrent with his Army, which was but 
ucry ſmall : with an intent to rayſe the Siege, at whatrate 
ſocuer it ſhould bce-to the Enemies : And whileſt his 
Vantguard was taking the paſſage of Konmgſwart in Bo- 
hemia, Ellenbogen was rendred vpon Compoſition, the 
{aid Lord the Count being forced to it, for the wants a- 
foreſaid, and ſome other inconuentences hapning amongſt. 
the Souldiers. y | 

The Articles were Honourable, (confidering the time) - 
that istoſay.. That our Garriſon ſhould depart withBag 
and baggage, Buller in the mouth, Matches light, Drums. 
beating, and Colours flying,Zzc. Bur the Enemy (accu- 
ſtomed tobreakehis Faith to thoſe of the Religion) mft ag | 
they had ſerued vs at 7achaw, fo did they thery heere, 
for,as our men went our, they pillaped them one after an= 
other. $o that this particular lofle ro our people, was no- 
lefſe ſencible £9 out folke, then that veas to the publique... 

Ellenbogen bemg lot, the Lord Marſhall recired apaine 
into the Palatinate, to poe on-wath his-leuyes of Souldi- 
ers, and to prepare himfelfe- for ſome beret Deſipne 2 
which wee leaue to others to Diſcoutfe off, wheirtime 
ſhall ſerue. And to. conclude this Treatiſe, which: 1yas
